The 
next four days saw the greatest

More than this, the decisive battle 
for which German military men had 
been preparing for 40 years was lost, 
the promise of a swift, short and ir- 
resistible blow, which the violation of 
Belgian neutrality held out, was viti- 
ated, the offensive was lost and a 
beaten army was compelled to dig 
itself into trenches from which it has 
been able to make no considerable ad- 
vance during the whole period of the 
war, 

The Miracle of the Marne. 

This is what the French call. “‘the 
miracle of the Marne.” While it was 
going forward no detailed accounts were 
possible. After it was completed the 
great events that followed robbed it of 
public interest. Now, on the second an- 
niversary, I shall endeavor to set forth 
briefly the story of the decisive phases 
of this battle as it was told to me on the 
battlefields by French officers a few 
months ago, or is disclosed in the French 
works, unhappily little translated as yet. 

To understand the course of this gigan- 
tic struggle it is necessary first to dis-

armies, which won the battle—the British ! 


contribution was insignificant—were ever 
routed, The battle was not the sudden 
rally of thousands and hundreds of 
thousands of soldiers, who had been for 
days fleeing before a victorious enemy, 


It was the result of a clear, cool and 


deliberate plan, and it was in obedience 
to this plan that the several French 


-armies, together with the small British 


force which fought at the Marne had 
been drawn back from .the frontier to 
the field of the conflict. 

The sole purpose of French strategy 
in the opening days of the war had been 
to keep these armies intact until the 
direction and nature of the main Ger- 
man thrust were disclosed. Incident to 
this plan Joffre had undertaken several 
minor offensives, in Alsace, in Lorraine 
and in Belgian Luxemburg. These had 
resuited in the defeats of Morhange, 
Neufchateau and the useless victory, aft- 
er initial defeat, about Muehlhausen, 


All the armies engaged in these 
battles had retired to their earlier 
positions and made good their lines, 
repulsing all attacks. But the French 
army sent north toward Belgium, to- 
gether with the British expeditionary 
force, had been beaten by an unex- 
pectedly large German mass coming 
in three armies through Belgium. The 
French army had suffered defeat at 
Charleroi and had retreated in good 
order; the British army had almost 
found destruction, because upon it the 
full force of the German blow had fa:- 
len. 

The Task of Reconcentration, 

All this was clear to Joffre in the 
first days of the last week of August. 
The Germans, having the initiative, 
had elected to send a huge mass of 
troops through Belgium, and the 
troops were not discovered in full 
numbers until they had reached and 
passed the Franco-Belgian frontier. 

But starting about Aug. 25, Joffre 
set himself to the task of matching 
his troops against the Germans, of 
reconcentrating his armies until he 
should have equal or superior num- 
bers at the decisive poirt: he was 
never to have equal numbvwrs at all 
points. While this reconcentration 
was going on he always foresaw a 
new French offensive. 


About Sept. 1 it looked as if the mo- 
ment had arrived. He had assembled 
two new armies, one in the center and 
one on the left, on the flank of the 
British, thus abolishing the peril that 
Kluck’s army had had for him after 
Mons. On the line of the Somme, the 
Oise and the Aisne, from Amiens to 
Verdun, the French armies were ready, 
but unhappily the British army, having 
suffered disproportionately, had retreat- 
ed too far. Therefore, despite local ad- 
vantage in several conflicts, notably at 
Guise, Joffre determined on a new re- 
treat. When this was accomplished his 
line would rest at either end on, Paris 
and Verdun; his center would curve 
south almost to the Seine. Fronf this 
point he planned to attack the Ger- 
mans. 

Kluck Refuses Bait. 

This retreat, which began about Sept. 
1 and ended by Sept. 4, placed the Ger- 
mans in a difficult dilemma. In re. 
treating south of Paris, Joffre offered 
Kluck, on the German right, the chance 
to attack the city. It was a tempting 
bait, but Kluck wisely refused it. Such 
an operation would consume too mu¢h 
time and would require weakening the 
line elsewhere to get necessary num- 
bers. But, having refused it, Kluck 
had no choice but to turn southeast- 
ward and march straight across the face 
of the fortd of Paris. His objective 
Was the left wing of the French field 
armies; the purpose of the whole Ger- 
man host was, of course, to smash the 
field forces of France. 

But Kluck’s turn southeast was only 


safe if there were but a small garrison 


in Paris. If there was an army in 
Paris, then, when his front had got 
south of Paris, his flank and rear 
would be open to attack from this di- 
rection and he would be In exattly the 
position that the British had been in 
at Mons and at Cambrai. And as the 
British were on the end of the whole 
Anglo-French. line from the Vosges west 
and it was thus exposed, so the whole 
German line would now be exposed, 


We now touch on the first of the two 
determining circumstances of the Battle 
of the Marne, which in French history 
are Known as the Battles of the Ourca 
and of La Fere-Champenoise, respect- 
ively, Kluck, in common with all Ger- 
man Generals, seems to have been sat-

from Senlis toward Meaux and the 
crossing of the Marne. He communi- 
cated that fact to Joffre by telephone, 
and in the next day there was arranged 
the plan which produced the Battle of 
the Marne. The credit for this plan is 
still disputed by partisans of «he two 
Generals. It was on the aay following 
(Sept. 5) that Joffre published his fa- 
mous order announcing the moment to 
attack had come, thanks to the blunders 
of the enemy; that failures would not 
be forgiven and troops that could not 
advance must die pn their positions. 

Actually, it was planned that the 
Maunoury army, emerging from the 
intrenched camp of Paris and moving 
due east, should attack the small flank 
guards which Kluck had left facing 
Paris, drive them east across the Ourcaq 
River, which runs from the north down 
into the Marne above Meaux, and, pass- 
ing the Ourcq, cut across the rear both 
of Kluck’s and Buelow’s armies, The 
n.-ass of Kluck’s army was far south 
of the Marne, in front of the British 
and the Fifth French army, under 
(Franchet d-Esperey. A very good 
parallel for Maunoury’s blow, as 
planned, is that delivered by “Stone- 
wall’’ Jackson on Hooker's right at 
Chancellorsville. 

To the British was assigned precisely 
the role that Napoleon assigned to 
Grouchy in the Waterloo campaign. 
Field Marshal French’s army was ex: 
pected to engage and hold Kluck’s army 
while Maunoury struck its flank and 
rear. Kluck had two corps south of 
the Marne, facing the British, in ad- 
dition to cavalry; the British had three 
corps facing the Kluck army, and on 
ite right this army extended to the 
left of D’Esperey. 

British Fail. 

In this particular mission the British 
failed exactly as did Grouchy, and the 
consequence of their failure was the 
escape of Kluck and the restriction of 
the extent of the allied victory. The 
failure seems to have been due to a 
total misunderstanding by Field Mar- 
shal French of the whole situation and 
an extreme caution which led him to 
ask Yor reinforcements from Maunoury’s 
hard( pressed army after he had per- 
mitted all but a cavalry screen of 
Kiuck to retire from his front. 

Sept. 5 Maunoury’s army was on the 
move, one-half advancing straight 
against Kluck’s flank guard, the Fourth 
Reserve Corps, the other circling round 
from the north and aiming at the flank 
and rear of this Fourth Reserve Corps. 
Maunoury had considerably less than 
100,000 men at the outset; his army was 
doubled as the engagement proceeded, 
but it was made up of very heterogen- 
eous elements, Algerian and Moroccan 
troops, reservists and only a few first 
line units. It had before it on Sept. 
5 not much more than 40,000 Germans. 
The battlefield of the Ourcg is a broad, 
level plateau, stretching north from the 
Marne and ending on the east abruptly, 
where it falls down into the deep Ourcy 
Valley. To the eye it seems perfectly 
ieVel, save for two wooded hills, a few 
miles east of Meaux, t)-- hills of Month- 
yon and Penchard. It is cut by several 
brooks, contains a number of small vil- 
lages, but is without walls, hedges or 
anything that would offer great obstruc- 
tion to troops or artillery fire. Several 
large farm buildings, recalling the 
Chateau of Hougomnot at Waterloo, 
played a similar role in the battle. 

Maunoury Driven Back. 

In the afternoon of Sept. 5 this army 
ot Maunoury advanced and came in con- 
tact with the German troops on the hills 
of Monthyon and Penchard. These hills 
were taken in the evening hours. By 
the morning of Sept. 6 the Germans 
were recoiling toward the very edge of 
the plateau, with the Ourcq Valley at 
their backs. A number of villages were 
taken by storm, notably Barcy and 
Etrepilly and the French from the north 
were able to threaten a flanking move- 
ment which promised to turn the Fourth 
Reserve Corps out of their position. 
But now comes the change. Kluck 
seems to have appreciated the full ex- 
tent of the peril incredibly swiftly. By 
Sept. 6 he was drawing his troops from 
the front of the British. Actually he 
was able to withdraw first the 2d (act- 
ive) Corps and then the 4th (active) 
Corps, leaving only cavalry to hold the 
British. With these troops he counter- 
attacked Maunoury, threw him back ma- 
terially on Sept. 8, and on the next day 
3xent the northern flank of the French 
army back until it stood at right angles 
tu the rest of the line, and on this day 
seemed destined to drive Maunoury back 
into Paris. On the night of Sept. 9-10, 
the Paris garrison stood to arms and 
Maunoury’s army waited anxiously for 
daybreak, still with orders to attack, 
but expecting attack and defeat. After 
three and a half days of fighting they 
were at the end of their strength. 

When daylight came on Sept. 10 the 

Sermans were gone. For Kluck the 
retreat to the Aisne had begun, but it 
was not a retreat due to his own de- 
feat. The first blow of the French had 
been parried, the failure of the British 
to retain even one corps of Kluck’s 
army before them, their extreme slow- 
ness of movement, had permitted Kluck 
to reconcentrate his army, escape from 
the vicious position in which he stood 
when the battle began, had enabled him 
to throw back Maunoury’s army, insure 
his retreat and to come within an ace 
of winning a decisive battle. 
The full story of this whole episode, 
save for the deletions of the censor, may 
be read in the authoritative words of 
that eminent French soldier, Gen. Bon- 
nal. It deserves reading becauae of the 
prevalence, in this country and not else- 
where, of the legend that the British 
army saved the French at the Marne. 

But German Line Dislocated. 

If it had failed in its chief purpose, 
still the effect of Maunoury’s attack had 
been to dislocate not only Kluck's army, 
but that of Buelow to the east, the army 
which had won Charleroi and now faced 
the Fifth French army along the Grand 
Morin, south of Montmirail and east to 
the marshes of St. Gond. 
This army drew back to keep its align- 
ment with Kluck, heavily pursued and 
fighting many minor engagements. Right 
across the battle fields of the famous 
Napoleonic campaign of 1814, Montmirail, 
Vauchamps and Champaubert, woke 
from a century of peace to new carnage. 
But the fight between D’Esperey and 
“te hed Was not to the finish, because 
Ww was compelled to retire to keep 
his junction with Kluck. Hence this 
part of the whole battle of the Marne is 
of relatively minor importance. 
To the east of D’Esperey was the

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PUBLIC’S RIGHT. 
At this writing the final touch to the congres- 
sional program to avert the railroad strike has 
not been accomplished, but we assume the pro- 
gram will be completed and the strike averted. 
In our opinion Congress has made no mistake 
in adopting the eight-hour law and providing 
for investigation and arbitration of questions 
growing out of its workings. It was an emer- 
gency measure designed and passed in haste to 
avert a great calamity, but it involves no point 
that is not approved, we believe, by a great ma- 
jority of the American people and that ought not 
to be in the statute books. : 
In our opinion President Wilson performed 
an invaluable public service in vigorously tak- 


ing hold of the crisis and formulating the only’ 


apparent plan which would meet the emergency 
and avoid the immeasurable calamity of a 
blockade of railroad transportation. 

The means of arbitration available having 
failed he seized and pressed through Congress 
a program which offered relief. He demonstrat- 
ed courage, wisdom and resource and the end 
justifies his methods. 

What of the future? 

The four railroad brotherhoods will get an 
eight-hour day. A commission will watch its 
workings for the purpose of adjusting conditions 
of train operation and wages to the new work- 
day basis. If the changes cost the railroads 
more than their resources can bear rates will 
be advanced by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. The statute books are loaded with 
laws framed to protect labor and secure justice 
for wage-earners.. They are loaded with laws 
protecting capital. 

What we need now are laws protecting the 
public, whose interest is paramount in many 
great industries and particularly in the operation 
of public service corporations. 

Strikes which tie up transportation smash 
the public and deprive it of its just right to 
service from its chartered public servants. The 
‘public must be protected against strikes and 
threats of strikes by men who believe they have 
the power to enforce their demands regardless 
of justice,and reason. Congress and the Presi- 
dent must never be held up again for emergency 
legislation to avert a strike called in support of 
arbitrary demands. ee 3 

The continued changes of hours and condi- 
tions of labor and increases of wages to be met 
by increased rail rates lay heavier burdens on 
the public which pays the freight. The public 
is entitled to just and reasonable rates based 
upon just and reasonable hours and wages and 
cost of operation. 

We cannot.stand the exercise of arbitrary 
power to wreck the country on the part of either 
railroad corporations or their employes. We 
cannot stand a combination of railroad em- 
ployers and employes to raise wages and rates. 

Legislation on the subject of railroad labor 
disputes has just begun. .The whole program 
of measures suggested by the President must 
be taken up and put into sound laws. We must 
be safeguarded against drbitrary strikes and 
lockouts. The public which suffers from the 
cessation of industry and commerce and which 
pays all the costs and bills demands this. It 
has a right to relief. 
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HE ALMOST SAID SOMETHING. 

In his speech at the Business Men’s League 
luncheon Mr. Hughes came near saying some- 
thing to the point. He said in adjusting dif. 
ficulties in this country we must never sacrifice 
principle to expediency. 

There} was a burst of applause from the big 
business men and a tip-toe air of expectancy. 
They thought he would apply this pleasing gen-’ 
erality to the difficulty in Washington and soak 
the President for not standing by the railroads 
and refusing to do anything for the strikers. 
But Mr. Hughes led them to the top of the moun- 
tain and dropped them. He stopped with the 
platitude and gracefully. sidestepped to the Eu- 
ropean war. 
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OVERWORKED FARM WOMEN. 

Farmers and all who are interested in the 
progress of American farming should read and 
profit by a pamphlet entitled, “Farm Efficiency, 
How It Depends on Efficient Equipment for Liv- 
ing,” by Xenophon Caverno of Kewanee, Ill. It 
is possibly the mast eloquent plea for the relief 
of the overworked farm woman ever printed. 

A recent Rural Life Survey of 21 Ohio counties 
showed that one-fourth of the farmers studied 
made a clear profit of $900 apiece annually, an- 
other fourth cleared only $300 apiece anuually, an- 
other fourth were just able to maintain themselves 
above the poverty line, while the remaining fourth 
farmed at a loss and were gradually being starved 
out of their vocation. 

One of the chief causes of this unsatisfactory 
condition, the author shows, is lack of equip- 
ment. And the first essential equipment, he holds, 
is that of the kitchen and commissariat. Where the 
break comes, in farm life, which drives the young 
people and ultimately the old, off the land, is with 
the commissary and sanitary department. The 
whole organization depends, in the fina! analysis, 
on the limit of “mother’s” strength. While the 
men have the choice of reapers and mowers, rid- 
scores of other labor savers, the women, too often, 
‘have not even running water in the house or a 
sink to get rid of used water. It has been proved 
‘that a women on a farm, without these essen- 
tials, has to lift, on the average, a ton of water 
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sists the author, is that equipment now to be’ 
found in the average city house—a heating sys- 
tem, running water, hot and cold; a bathroom 
with lavatory, closet and bath tub; a sanitary 
sewage system; power washing machinery, sepa- 
rator and churn, vacuum cleaner and motor for 
the sewing machine. 

The rurai credits law will make it possible for 
farmers to obtain all this. And the result will 
be that farm life will be attractive to persons who 
now drift to the cities. It may even result in that 
life becoming so inviting that the tide will be all.

Believe Jahn, “it’s a fierce proposition for one 
man to stand alone” and uphold the Republican 
standard of civilization against an overwhelming, 
almost unanimous majority of Democrats. 
Hughes’ campaign appears to have increased 
vastly the number of Democrats in that section. 
Tramps, derelicts and irresponsible officeholders 
are multiplying, we are informed. ‘Grafters, 
looters, politicians’ were never so numerous, 
and every other euphemism for voting Democrats 
teems in the Sun’s pages. Indeed, nobody wants 
to work for a living now, but everybody wants 
to live by his wits except the Sun’s editor.

The Koelner Volkszeitung quotes Trietschke: 
“Are the purposes of an undertaking dependent 
on its results? I say decidedly, Yes. Always 
from the realistic viewpoint, the conduct of the 
operatjons cannot be independent from the pur- 
poses of the operation itself. An operation that 
does not realize its original purpose, and whose 
every adjuvant action is not a materialization of 
the primary viewpoint, is erroneous and must 
and ought to collapse.” 

To which the Lokal Anzeiger replies with a 


quotation from Haeckel: 

Life is of the present—not of yesterday 
nor tomorrow. It is good Pphilusophy to take 
our premises out of the present only, and 
logically draw our conclusions for tomorrow 
from what is ours,—the present. The fool 
stubbornly adheres to yesterday’s premises; 
the wise man accepts only the present condi- 
tions, and concludes that even if the original 
purposes of the war are not attained, the 
Chancellor is right in taking what he can get 
today—not what he hoped for vesterday. 


The Weser Zeitung concludes the argument

Rehearsals to Begin This Week 
* for Spectacle at the Odeon 
Oct. 18. 


Rehearsals will begin this week of the 
2000 actors who will take part in the 
presentations of ‘“‘The Pageant of the 
Church”’ before the general convention 
of the Episcopal Church, which will be 
held in St. Louis the week of Oct. 1. 

The spectacle will be presented at the 
Coliseum Wednesday evening, Oct. 18, 
before an audience which will include 
125 bishops, 400 rectors and hundreds 
of lay delegates. The pageant will be 
open to the public and a large seat sale 
already is reported. 

For several weeks the various parishes 
have been recruiting actors and rehears- 
ing the episodes as individual groups, 
each with a responsible head, and these 
will be assembled this week for re- 
hearsals of the entire cast. 

Plans for Final Rehearsals. 

The Rev. George Long, rector at War- 
saw, Ill, the pageant master, and his 

assistants, the Rev. H. W. Mizner, rec- 
tor of St. Stephen’s Church, and Oliver 
C. Smith, who has been connected with 
“The Snoopers” of the City Club, will 
make final plans for the rehearsals to- 
morrow. It is probable that the armory 
will be selected for rehearsals. 

The pageant, according to the Rev. 
Mr. Long, is to be “an entertainment 
with a purpose” and to this end every 
attention has been made to make it dra- 
matically interesting, as well as educa- 
tional.

ONLY ONE BID FOR DELIVERING 
MAIL BY AEROPLANE IN ALASKA 


It Is $49,500 for Year and the Depart- 
ment Expects to Save Time 
and Money by Pian. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 2-—In a few 
weeks aeroplane mail service will be 
established by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment in Alaska. Announcement was 
made today that Earl L. Byers made the 
only bid received May 12 in response to 
the aeroplane advertisement of Feb. 12. 
His route will include Seward, Sucitna, 
McGrath, Tokotna and Flat to Iditarod. 

He will be paid $49,500 for a year. The 
bid of Byers is at the rate of 2.6 a mile 
and 23.3 cents a pound, on the basis of 
‘the full rate limit being carried both 
Ways every trip. The rate for the pres- 
ent winter service (Nov. 1 to April 30) on 
the Seward-Iditarod route, is $22,865 for 
each year, 62.1 cents a mile and 92.5 cents 
a@ pound. 

The length of the aeroplane route is 
stated at 380 miles, air line, whereas the 
star route between the same points by 
‘trail is 526 miles. 

It is estimated that a saving of $34,558 
can be made for the department by plac- 
ing aeroplanes mail routes generally in 
Alaska. The time of transit by mail in 
winter from Cordova by Fairbanks to 
Nome is approximately 30 days. The 
time from Seward by Iditarod (aero- 
plane) and Kaltag to Nome would be 
about 18 days.

WILSON ACCEPTS 
NOMINATION ON 
PARTY'S RECORD 


Declares in Speech That Repub- 
lican Party Is ‘‘Practical 
and Moral Failure.’’ 


DEFENDS HIS _ POLICIES 


Reviews . Legislative Achieve- 
ments of Term and Declares 
for “Big America.” 


By Associated Press. 
LONG BRANCH, N. J., Sept. 2.—Pres- 


ident Wilson today formally opened his 
campaign for re-election with a speech 
accepting the Democratic nomination, in 
which he characterized the Republican 
party as a “practical and mora! failure,” 


defended his Mexican and European poli- 
cies, recited the legislative achievements 
of his administration and declared for a 
“big America.”’ . 

The President left Shadow Lawn at 11 
o’clock tonight for Washington. 

In his speech President Wilson was un- 
sparing in his criticism of the Republi- 
can party as a party of “masterly in- 
activity and cunning resourcefulness 
in standing pat to resist change.” 
He said that the old leaders still selected 
ite candidates, but he did not mention 
Charles E. Hughes, the Republican can- 
didate, by name. 

8000 Chairs Filled. 

The President spoke from the veranda 
of his summer home to a crowd which 
filled 8000 chairs and overflowed to the 
lawn. Speaking in the open his voice 
could be heard by only a small part of 
the crowd, but those who did hear him 
constantly interrupted with applause. 
Once, when he said: ‘I neither seek 
the favor nor fear the displeasure of that 
small element amongst us which puts 
loyalty to any foreign Power before loy- 
alty to the United States,"’ the crowd 
stood and cheered. 

The notification ceremonies were 
brought ‘to a dramatic close when more 
than a score of American flags attached 
to parachutes were fired into the air by 
mortars and wnfolded over the Presi- 
dent’s head as a band played ‘‘America.” 
Afterward Mr. Wilson stood for more 
than an hour on the veranda and sheok 
hands with several thousand men, wom- 
en and children. 

Senator James of Kentucky, chairman 
of the Notification Committee, intro- 
duced the President. When he declared 
that Mr. Wilson had kept America at 
peace, the crowd applauded several min- 
utes. He concluded by handing the 
President a copy of the St. Louis plat- 
form. 

Reviews His Administration, 
Reading slowingly but distinctly from 
a printed copy of his speech and fre- 
quently looking up to emphasize par- 
ticular points, Mr. Wilson spoke of the 
Democratic platform as a “definite 
pledge.” Reviewing the achievements of 
the administration he said: 

“Alike in the Democratic field and in 
the wide field of commerce of the world, 
American business and life and industry 
have been set free to move as they never 
moved before.” ; 

“We have provided for national de- 
fense upon a scale never before seri- 
ously proposed upon the responsibility 
of a political party,” he continued. 
Concluding his list of measures 
passed by Congress in the last three 
years, the President declared: 

“This extraordinary recital must 
sound like a platform, a list of san- 
guine promises, but it is not. Itisa 
record of promises made four years 
ago and now actually redeemed in 
constructive legislation.” 

Bids for Progressive Vote. 

The President made a bid for the 
Progressive vote by saying that “we 
have in four years come very near to 
carrying out the platform of the Pro- 
gressive party as well as our own, for 
we are also progressives.” 

Further along, rebuking foreign- 
born Americans who are not loyal 
to the United States, he said: 

“T am the candidate of a party, but 
I am above all things else an Ameri- 
can citizen.” . 

When Mr. Wilson declared that the 
revolution in Mexico was right and 
that so long as its leaders represented, 
however, imperfectly, a struggle for 
freedom, he was ready to serve their 
ends, the crowd applauded. Applause 
also greeted his declaration that 
America must do its part in laying 
the foundation for world peace. 

The palicy of the United States in 
dealing with violations of the rights 
of Americans as a result of the Euro. 
pean war, the President outlined thus: 
“Property rights can be vindicated 
by claims for damage when the war is 
over, and no modern nation tan de- 
cline to arbitrate such claims, but the 
fundamental rights of humanity can- 


not be.” 

Democratic Leaders Present. 
The audience was made up largely 
of residents of New Jersey coast 
towns, but included Democratic lead- 
ers from every section of the country 
and delegations from New York, 
Pennsylvania and othér nearby states.

The band meanwhile played 
“The Star Spangled Banner” and ‘Hail, 
Hail, the Gang’s All Here.” Then City 
Chairman Schmoll got things quiet, ex- 
éept for one aisle where a number of 
men insisted on standing. He started 
the cheering anew by references to 
“our next President,’’ and there was 
considerable applause when he men- 
tioned the name of Theodore Rogsev elt. 

Cheers Given Promiscuously. 

Schmoll’s speech was followed by 
three cheers for Schmoll, given on mo- 
tion of a city waterworks employe, 
after which someone else proposed three 
Cheers for ‘‘Tub’’ Becker. There was 
so much of this sort of thing that Judge 
Henry Lamm, ‘nominee for Governor, 
said, in speaking after Schmoll, that he 
feared Judge Hughes would think he 
had come to see and hear, rather than 
to be seen and heard. The presidential 
nominee, a few minutes later, made a 
gracious reference to this remark. 

Prayer, offered by the Rev. Grant A.

I 
understand that the Western parks 
have been practically deserted ag a 
result of the strike threat and that 
many resort hotels have closed down.” 

Holden declared the present legis- 
lation by Congress to be a direct re- 
sult of previous bills which had made 
labor exempt from the Sherman anti- 
trust act. 

The railroads, according to the of- 
fices of the General Managers’ Asso- 
ciation here, are practically unani- 
mous in taking the view that no court 
action will be taken against the Ad- 
amson act without thorough investi- 
gation. 

Apparent passage of the strike peril 
came at a time when railway heads 
were ready for a test, they declared. 
Many railroad managers said they had 
been assured that a large percentage 
of their trainmen would not go out tn 
evont a strike was called, The trother- 
hoed heads denied this.

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WASHINGTON, Sept. 2.—The constitu- 
tionality of the eight-hour act, made 
effective by Congress, was much dis- 
cussed by students of constitutional law 
today. A large proportion held that 
the legislation carried in the Adamson 
bill would stand the acid test when ap- 
plied by the Supreme Court. 

The direction of sentiment is indicated 
by these expressions: 

Judge A. W. Barkley, Kentucky, meni 
ber House Committee on Interstate ont 
Foreign Commerce, whith framed the 
Adamson bill: 

“In my opinion the bill ts constitu- 
tional. Congress is exclusively. empow- 
ered by the Constitution to regulate com- 
merce between the states and with for- 
eign nations. Congress has the power to 
regulate the instrumentalities of inter- 
state commerce and has exercised that 
power frequently. Laws providing 
safety appliances, regulating the con- 
struction of vehicles of interstate com- 
rnerce and hours of labor among certain 
employes are examples of the exercise 
of this power. 

‘We recently passed a child labor law 
which in effect regulates the hours of 
labor in factories. If Congress can pre- 
vent goods made by child labor from _en- 
tering interstate commerce, thus regu- 
lating hours of labor, it can certainly 
fix hours of labor for men who are in 
any capacity engaged in the moving. of 
the commerce which Congress alone has 
a right to regulate, The power of regu- 
lation may be exercised by either af- 
firmative or negative provisions of law.”’ 

Ohio Man Doubtful. 

Dr. 8. D. Fess, Ohio, for 10 years in- 
structor in constitutional law: 

“If under the commerce clause of the 
Constitution we can ifcrease the wages 
of employes, without the consent of the 
employer, we can from the same author- 
ity fix the rate of wages as well as the 
length of day not only of the trainmen 
on the rolling stock of lines doing inter- 
state business, but also the men in the 
yards, shops and wherever working for 
the said employer. This power, like that 
of taxation, is the power to destroy; it 
fixes the outgo without authority to in- 
crease the needed earnings to meet it. 

‘This is done by congressional decree 
and not by contract between parties. It 
will operate to take property without due 
process of law. It is an attempt to in- 
terpret legal right from social rather 
than legal authority. If such elasticity 
can be employed in legisiation there is 
doubt whether there is such a thing as 
constitutional espeuamaaaet 3 in the commerce 
clause.” 

indecent Warren Gard, Ohio, 
member House Judiciary Committee: 

“My opinion is that the legislation 
in question is primarily constitutional. 
Under previously enacted statutes 
governing the transportation of in- 
terstate commerce it has been held 
that the Congress of the United States 
has power to legislate upon the ques- 
tion of rates. The legislation which 
has been before us is legislation af- 
fecting interstate commerce, being 
the transportation of commerce by 
interstate railroads. Therefore, with- 
out going carefully into the question, 
I should say the bill ts constitu- 
tional.” 

Senator George FE. Chamberlain, 
Oregon: 

“T have no doubt the Adamson Dill 
will stand the test of the courts. My 
view is based on the fact that the 
general current of rulings by the 
courts is toward the right of Con- 
gress to legislate on matters affect- 
ing interstate commerce. For this 
reason, I am inclined to the view that 
the pending bill is constitutional.” 

Senator James P. Clarke of Arkansas, 
said: “The power of Congress to estab- 
lish an eight-hour day for railroad op- 
eratives is a matter of very grave doubt. 
It has been left so by decision of the 
Supreme Court. of the United States, 
Many etates have attempted to estab- 
lish an eight-hour law. They have been 
almost invariably declared invalid, ex- 
cept in instances where they relate to 
child labor, the labor of women or those 
engaged in dangerous occupations, like 
mining.”’ 

Garretson Believes Law Ie Valid. 

A. B. Garretson, Grand Chief of 
the Order of Ratlroad Conductors, fol- 
lowing passage by the Senate of the 
Adamson bill, declared he believed the 
law to be entirely constitutional. 

“Should the courts declare it other- 
wise,” he said, “it would be up to the 
brotherhoods to usé their own means 
to right things. Thé bill fe not class 
legislation for it was enacted for the 
entire clas#@ of men engaged in one 
pursult—interstate commerce by rail.

Tells Marguerite Martyn She Is Only Candi- 
date’s Wife Who Has Made Coast to 
Coast Campaign Tour.

HE first presidential candidate’s 

cP wife to make a coast-to-coast 
campaign trip with her hus- 

band is Mrs. Charles Evans Hughes. 
She told me so herself. has been 
a campaign trip replete with all the 
stock devices for appeasing public 
curiosity: The candidate photo- 
graphed above the clouds, in the 
depths of mines, shaking hands with 
the baby, etc. 
And the candidate's wife has been 
right there in the: foreground of the 
picture with the candidate. She has 
attended every meeting except the 
stag affairs and sat, usually, not in 
a box, but on the stage. 
Advance press work would lead us 
to suppose the Hughes party easier 
of access to the interviewer than cam- 
paigners usually are. 
When Judge Hughes himeelf, already 
said to have cast off icy aloofness with 
his @idicial robes and with nothing be- 
tween him and a really gracious smile 
except those whiskers, at the door of 
their»Jeffetson apartment, bowed twice 
over my hand, and when another still 
more important looking gentleman as- 
sured me Mrs. Hughes would receive 
me at a certain time in the afternoon, 
the present interviewer almost began to 
mourn for the former difficulties of her 
calling. It had not always been so easy 
to interview the wives of presidential 
candidates, And later, as woman to 
woman, I never met anyone easier to 
get on good, friendly terms with than 
Mrs. Hughes. 
But, my dear public, don’t get excited, 
If you think the candidate's wife is go- 


ing to answer:public questions, or even 


questions of interest to women at large, 
more readily than the — calm 


yourselves. 
Mra. Hughes Is Gractous. 


Mrs. Hughes, in graciousness, meets 
I roc not 


Sos to get to my feet before she 
grasped my hand. My *rst impression 
was that she is younger than her pho- 
tographs make her appear. This is due 
tc a certain biraMike alertness and vi- 
vacity. And she is “all and slender, 
with a youthful figure. She had just 
come in from luncheon at the Country 
Club. It had been a small luncheon, 
presided over by Mrs. James F. Steed- 
ian at the req@est of local comimttee- 
men. Two woman suffragists—Mrs. W. 
«. Fordyce and Mrs. Charleg Passmore— 
were asked to participate. But it was 
rurely a social affair. If talk on public 
questions such as suffrage and eight- 
hour laws inadvertently cropped out, 
the subject of the conversation was 
promptly changed. The most portentious 
moment was when it was discovered 
that the guests numbered unlucky 13. 

Mrs. Hughes’ luncheon costume was 
a smoke-colored chiffon gown trimmed 
with beads and touches of cream- 
colored lace. A large, lacy block 
hat, with sprigs of jet wheat was 
perched at an angle. She wore several 
sparkling jewels, a slender chain and 
hair ornaments of brilliants. 

Her custume later at the Town Club 
reception was a filmy white chiffoa 
printed with a rose vine In black. Both 
‘frocks were fluffy and fussy. Rather 
@ressy you may think her from descrip- 
tion, but all @he clothes in the world 
would not make Mrs. Hughes look over- 
dressed. Severely high collars, and a 
certain rigid tidyness counteract any 
effect of frivolity. She is dainty, yes. 
Lut not stylish. 

‘Impressed With the West, 

Are you beginning to get an inkling, 
ef contradicticns in this personality? 
She had a low voice, trilly, bird-like in 
quality and it went on continuously as 
she talked of the beauties, the grandeur 
and bigness of the West. It was the 
first time she ever had been West. She 
was thoroughly familiar with New En- 
gland and had traveled abroad, but 


inever appreciated until now what she 


!had missed in not seeing the West. She 
talked of the enthusiasm of their re- 
ceptions, the large crowds and over- 
flow meetings and the welcome the 
Wellesley girls, her own alma mater, 
gave her.

As to”her own personal tastes aside 
from her domestic life, which, of couree, 
was uppermost, or any public interests, 
she admitted an especial fondness for 
music, but would prefer not to discuss 
that publicly either. 

As I departed she asked me not to 
quote her—directly anyway. She should 
have made this request, as she always 
did, at the beginning of the interview, 
she said, but had neglected to. But she 
had not said anything which I could 
quote! 

Now, you must not get the impression 
that Mrs. Hughes is a negative char- 
acter. With smiles and dimples van- 
ished, you observe a very firm chin, se- 
vere brows, a nose that suggests—shall 
I say alertness?

Wants Far Reaching Laws. 

“The bilt in Congress has relation, as 
1 understand it, only to Government en- 
ployes. Of course, that is good so far 
as it goes, but it does not go far enough. 
‘Congress having legislated with respect 
to liability in certain cases in interstais 
commerce where the injury results from 
neglirence may be said to have taken 
possession of that field. 

“I believe that Congress, with respct 
to hazardous employments in the cours2 
of interstate commerce should have a 
comprehensive and fair compensation 
plan to take the place of the wasteful 
and dilatory method of recovery now 
in vogue. I] believe in having a work- 
men’s compensation act in connection 
with hazardous employment in inter- 
state commerce provided for by proper- 
:v comprehensive Federal legislation 

“‘We desire that everything should be 
done in this country to open the av- 
enues of honorable business. We are, 
as I said at the beginning, at the open- 
ing of a new economic era. It is going 
to be an era of struggle for commer- 


cial supremacy. It is going to 
be an era in which efficiency of 
business opportunity, well fostered, 


shall be of greater importance than 
ever before. I think it very important 
that we shall in this country stimulate 
and foster every form of honest activ- 
ity. Do not misunderstand me. I have 
from the beginning of my public career 
insisted that the public interests shall 
be supreme. We do not propose that 
under the guise of stimulating business 
we shall foster any monopolistic prac- 
tices; that we shall foster any con- 
spiracy or combination. We do propose 
that honest business shall not suffer, 
and the opportunities for work in this 
country shall. be multiplied, and that 
an enduring basis for our prosperity in 
the coming years shall be laid. 


Must Have Stability. 
“‘We need for this purpose to consider 


stability of enterprise. Nothing in the 
way of progress can be accomplished 
unless we have stable conditions. If 
you do not have stability, then enter- 
prise halts; then there is general ap- 
prehension and fear, instead of confi- 
dence. New undertakings are not start- 
ed, labor has nothing more to desire in 
this country than stability. Capital can- 
not be usefully applied without stabil- 
ity. 

“What is essential to stability? We 
must have a firm and constant regard 
for the reign of reason and the anppred- 
sion of force in this country. 

“We must investigate every eenithie 
grievance and determine every question 
according to the facts. We must be so- 
licitous of the right, and be fair with 
every interest. When America makes 
up its mind to act upon facts, to be fair 
and just. without class antogonism, and 
without prejudice, then America has the 
sure basis for the prosperity which will 
raise it to the highest position among 
the nations of the world. 

“Our laws ought to be expressed defi- 
nitely and explicitly. I believe in curb- 
ing every illegitimate purpose. I be- 
ileve in thwarting every dishonest un- 
dertaking, but I also believe in express- 
ing restriction in intelligent language 
which will show the honest man’of busi- 
ness just what he has to fear, and just 
vhat he has to do. That is common 
tense, and establishes stability, and a 
firm foundation for enterprise. 

‘‘Here again we are met with extraor- 
Ginary claims. Our friends on the other 
side—I say it good. naturedly—are the 
most extraordinary claimants I have 
heard make claims. We shall have oc- 
casion to sift some of these claims and 
ree just how much there is in them. 

“There is a statement made that our 
anti-trust act had been clarified by defi- 
nition. A very important statement—if 
correct. How was it clarified by defini- 
tion? I suppose allusion is made to the 
l-ederal Trade Commission law. I have 
no quarrel with the composition of the 
Trade Commission law, but I cannot ac- 
cept the crude statement or suggestion 
that the anti-trust law had been clari- 
fied by definition. 


Quotes Federal Trade. 
‘“‘Let me see what is said. It is said in 


the Federal Trade Commission act that 
unfair methods of competition in com- 
merce are hereby declared unlawful. 
“Now, what are unfair methods of 
competition? Naturally a man in the 
street. would think about fraud. § It 
is not necessary to establish a trade 
commission to deal with § fraud. 
Fraud has been recognized by the 
common law since its institution. 
Every court in the country is open 
to redress any case of fraud. Fed- 
eral courts as well as state courts 
are constantly resorted to in case of 
fraud. No, they are not thinking of 
fraud. Unfair competition “had a 
different meaning than the fraud un- 
der the law. Any man Knows what 
fraud is. Juries know when a fraud- 
ulent representation has been made. 
Courts of equity burrow down under 
all transactions to find out the fraud, 
if any, inherent in them. What, then, 
are unfair methods of competition, 
if not fraudulent in themselves? 
Well, we have in the law the phrase, 
“Unfair competition.’’ It is a time- 
honored phrasé¢. We know what it 
means. In a very simple way of 
statement it may be said to have 
relation to methods by which one 
man’s goods are palmed off as: the 
goods of another man, through de- 
ceptive statements in advertising and 
the like. Those things are described 
in the law as unfair competition. 
Was this law passed to reach them? 
—of course not. Courts of equity 
in state and nation are constantly 
dealing with those questions. Ample 
remedies are provided in respect to 
those matters. What then are yn- 
fair methods of competition? -You 
talk about clarifying the antitrust

Is Opposed to Monopolies. 

“Now, I am for prevention of dishon- 
est dealing, and of all monopolistic prac- 
tices, but I protest against the statement 
that the anti-trust act has been clarified 
by definition. Nothing of the sort was 
done. It was suggested, but they folded 
themselves in a vague phrase, which 
was nothing of the sort. And then, to 
show the extravagant nature of this 
claim, the act to which I refer closes its 
statement with this provision: ‘Nothing 


to prevent or interfere with the enforce- 
ment of the provisions of the anti-trust 
act; nor shall anything contained in this 
act be construed to alter, modify or re- 
peal the anti-trust act.’ 

“I do not complain of that, but I do 
complain of the extravagant claims 
made with respect to the clarification, 
of the law in the alleged interest of busi- 
ness, when nothing of the sort has been 
done and the act expressly states that 
nothing of the sort was’attempted. You 
cannot .mislead the American people by 
claims of that description. 

“I propose that in dealing with Ameri- 
ee a we shall be direct; that 

all endeavor to have every chance 
for the expansion of trade fostered. We 
need in this country the application of 
the Republican doctrine to American in- 
dustry. 

‘‘We never needed it more than at this 
There is, today, a great war going 
on on the other side, which engages the 
activities of millions of men. It is very 
important that we shéuld understand 
the source of the abnormal prosperity 
that is enjoyed in some parts of the 
country, It is said that munitions of 
war form a very small part of our ex- 
ports. That is true. But the withdrawal 
of millions of men from, the peaceful 
pursuits’ of producing created a great 
void which the products of American 
agriculture and American industry had 
to fill. Since that demand began our 
exports began to flow abroad in vast 
quantities. We had increases of hun- 
dreds of per cent. The demand for 
breadstuffs, I believe, jumped 500 per 
cent; for woolenstuff, for horses, for 
mules, for zinc, for every variety of 
American product, there was a great 
demand. The economic cause is perfect- 
ly patent. It was because, as I have 
said, millions were in the trenches fight- 
ing and cénsuming wealth, instead of 
being in the pursuits of peace producing 
wealth. America filled the void. If you 
would know what the condition would 
be if that artificial stimulus to trade 
were withdrawn, consider the conditions 
before the European war broke out. We 
then had an exhibition in every city in 
this land of the effect of a tariff sought 
to be framed so far as possible upon 
the doctrine of our friends the opponents, 
for revenue only. It closed factories; it 
stopped new undertakings; it diminished 
output; it sent the unemployed by the 
hundreds of thousands put on the streets. 
There were 300,000 tariff experts walking 
the streets of New York looking for 
jobs. 

Financial Condftion in 19138. 

“To some extent the difficulty was al- 
layed by Republican measures. For this 
must not be forgotten amid the extrava- 
gant claims of our opponents when the 
new tariff was projected, as the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury said in his report 
in 1913, there was great apprehension 
and mistrust that conditions would be 
adverse. There was such apprehension 
that attention was called to the fact 
that there existed an emergency cur- 
rency which it was thought would be 
adequate to meet the great difficulty 
of acute character should it arise. Who 
had provided for the emergency cur- 
rency? The Republican party had pro- 
vided for it under the so-called Vree- 
land bill of May 30, 1908, as the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury himself referred to 
that act in his statement. 

“Then again, when the European war 
broke out there was a period of great 
apprehension, there was danger of a 
financial panic. What enabled the ad- 
ministration to tide over that difficulty? 
“he Federal reserve act had not yet 
gone into operation. That act extended 
the Republican measure, the Vreeland 
bill. It was not the Federal reserve 
act, but it was the Vreeland act. an:Jj 
the currency which was permitted to be 
used under that act which saved the 
country from a panic in the fall of. 1914. 
You may read that in the report of the 
Secretary of the Treasury of 19! That 
ranic being averted by a wise Repub- 
lican measure, the country adjusted it- 
self as best it could to the new condi- 
tion, but that adjustment was a la- 
mentable one in the effect it had upun 
American prosperity. 

“We cannot afford to recur to the 
days of 1914, before the stimulus of the 
European War was felt. That meano 


means the halting of American indus- 
try; that means unemployment. That 
is the result of the tariff for revenue 
only. 

His Stand on the Tariff. 

‘T stand for a tariff for honest legi- 
timate protection to American tndustry. 
I do not propose that we shall make an 
adjustment of the tariff a vehicle of 
abuses. I propose that we shall have 
no special privileges in this country. We 
shall have no privileges of any. class, 
but good straight American government 
for the benefit of all classes and all} 
sections by a proper fostering of Ameri- 
can industry which needs protection. I 
doi not regard it as accurate to say that 
that expresses distrust of American 
skill. We can have and we do have 
American skill, but when labor is paid 
a lower price on the other side of we 
Atlantic, and goods are efficiently pro- 
duced on a higher wage-scale on this 
side of the Atlantic, it stands to reason 
that we cannot by more skill in many 
cases make good the difference. Granted 
that you may to some extent, it is a 
fallacy to suppose that you can rely 
upon that with a view of maintaining 
our American wage-scale and our Amer- 
ican standards of living. 

“I propose that we protect the Amer- 
ican workmen, the American wage scale, 
the American standards of living and 
honest American enterprises wherever 
that protection is needed. (Applause.) If 
we have labor employed at a low rate, 
making a product which cannot be made 
in this country except at a hicher rate. 
no matter how efficiently manufactured, 
we have either sot to have that indus- 


try abandoned or arrange for suitable

protection. Business men no doubt sit 
in this audience who know of industry 
after industry threatened by Democrat- 
ie tariff and virtually caused to go out 
of business.

Why, in the name of common sense 
should not we protect American indus- 
try?

powers, wisely and honestly as to con- 
serve and build up. Show mea way by 
which I can honorably give a greater 
opportunity for the multiplication of 
vork, for the enhancement of business, 
for the upbuilding of American indus- 


tries, and I will take that way ev- 
ery time. 
U. 8. Not Militaristic. 


‘*‘We desire in this country a new tone 
in our American life. We are not a 
decadent people. We are not militar- 
istic. We do not desire to threaten any- 
body; we are not coveting anything that 
anybody has. We are not adopting an 
aggressive policy, but we are American, 
and we stand for the known right of 
America in any case, (Applouse.) That 
dces not mean that we should be or 


would be plunged into strife. It is 
weakness that invites insult. It is 
weakness that encourage interference 


with rights. It is lack of firmness that 
stimulates action which threatens trou- 
ble. We ask nothing, but what we are 
justly entitled to, and when we press 
krown demands under international law 
with firmness and consistency, we lose 
ny friends, but we ‘maintain our 
self-respect and enjoy and deserve the 
respect of the world. 

““We can conserve our peace by adopt- 
ing a correct policy. We failed to 
adopt, in my judgment, the policy that 
we should have adopted in our unfor- 
tunate relations with Mexico. We had 
one clear, definite line of action. That 
was the protection of the lives of Amer- 
ican citizens and the property of Amer- 
ican citizens. There is some disposition 
to indulge in sneers at those having in- 
terests in Mexico. I have no interest 
in anybody desiring to exploit anybody 
here or abroad. I have no interest in 
individuals, but I do have interest in 
the maintenance of the rights of Amer- 
ican citizens. Upon that there is’ no 
room for debate. 

“The Democratic platform in 1912 said 
this: ‘Constitutional rights of American 
citizens should protect them on our bor- 
ders and g0 with them throughout the 
world.’ That is what they said four 
years ago. ‘And every American citi- 
zen residing or having property in any 
foreign country is entitled to and must 
be given the full protection of the Unit- 
ei States Government for both himself 
and his property.” That was the plat- 
fcrm ‘of our opponents four years ago. 
My only complaint is not with their 
principle but, with their practice. I 
agree with the principle, and I think we 
should enforce it in practice. 

Attacks Mexican Pelicy. 

‘“‘We had in Mexico, as I say, a clear 
course to follow. It is said that a small 
end weak state should be dealt with in 
the same manner as great states. Did 
we follow that principle in Mexico? Did 
we adopt for Mexico the policy that we 
should have adopted or would adopted 
with reference to a great and powerful 
nation? We sent word to riuverta not 
simply that he should not be recog- 
nized, I make po issue of that; we said 
to Huerta, not simply that he would 
not be recognized, but that he must 
take himself out of the way. We said 
he should not even be a candidate at a 
Mexican election. What is that? Is that 
the way we deal with a great and pow- 
erful state? Do we dictate who shall 
be candidates of great and powerful 
states? What is the use of talking 
about treating small and weak states 
in the way in which we treat great 
states when we depart from principle 
und get ourselves involved in serious 
ifficulties by the departure when we 
uttempt to control Mexican politics in- 
stead of adopting the straight course of 
rrotecting the lives end property of 
American citizens? 


Case of Huerta. 
‘‘Were we acting towards Mexico as a 


small and weak state as we would act 
towards a great and powerful state when 
we sent our ships to seize the customs 
house at Vera Cruz? Why did we do 
that? Was it to get a salute? Now, I 
am firm for American rights, but I see 
no reason to go to war over the refusal 
of @ salute in case of an injury of a 
technical nature, where a man had been 
arrested and discharged, and a full and 
ample apology had been made. That was 
no cause for a warlike expedition. But 
it was a war. Our men were slain on 
Mexican soil in battle. We ‘slew hun- 
dreds of Mexicans in that same battle. 
We went there to compel Huerta to go. 
We did not get a salute; we came back 
without any salute. We did not get 
reparation. We did not stop ammunition 
from going to Huerta. We went there 
and said that he should go; that he 
should eliminate himself, not simply go 
without recognition, but take himself off 
the map. 

“He went. What then? there 
anything to set up in its pl Was 
there any suggestion of a stable gov- 
ernment in its place?

Labor Day will see two ring titles 
cefended for the first time since 
their holders became world’s cham- 
pions. 

Johnny Kilbane won the feather- 
weight championship of the world at 
Vernon, Cal., Feb. 22, 1912, taking a 
20-round decision over Abe Attell. 

Freddy Welsh became world’s light- 
weight champion in London July 7, 
1914, on a Q-round decision over 
Ww illie Ritchie. 

Of all the champions, these two have 
been most cautious. There was a time, 
many years ago, when a champion lost 
caste unless he came out boldly and 
fought all challengers whose ability sug- 
gested a good match. The old-timers 
didn’t get much money through being 
champions, but they did get a lot of 
fighting. Today it is just exactly the 
reverse. The champions get a lot of 
money and manage to slide along year 
after year with as little fighting as 
possible. It has come to be regarded 
almost as a champion’s right to avoid 
matches for a year or so after winning 
a title. 

Both Welsh and Kilbane have boxed 
many short no-decision bouts since ar- 
riving in the Hall of’ Fame. But they 
have avoided decisions. Kilbane boxed 
one 20-round bout with Johnny Dundee 
in California. Aside from that he has 
been living a life of pugilistic ease.

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ORDINANCE: PROVIDES ‘ 
FOR SIGNAL DEVICES |: 


An ordinance which has passed and 
been approved in the city of St. Louis; 
about which little has been heard, 
revises the entire traffic signal code. 
The new ordinance specifies, as did 
the former one, ‘how signals shal! be 
made by hand for starting, stopping 
and turning automobiles, but adds 
sections authorizing the use of me- 
chanical or electrical signal devices 
for the front or’rear or both on the 
car. These must show the words, 
“stop,” “straight” or “ahead,” “right,” 
“left’’ and “‘back."" These devices’ must 
be illuminated so as to show by night 
and must be visible for at least 100 
Such signal devices are to be 
subject to the approval of the Director 
of Streets and Sewers. 

Director Talbert told the Post-Dis- 
patch Saturday ‘that he was now 
drawing up specifications for the de- 
vices. He will insist that the -‘‘stop”’ 
signal must work automatically with 
the foot brake.

FALL OF GERMAN REICHSMARK 
EXPECTED TO HAMPER NEW LOAN 


LONDON, Sept. 2.—The Rumanian news 
and the expected similar action by Greece 
supersede all other considerations in the 
situation. From both the military and the 
financial point of view, these developments 
occur at the true psychological moment, and 
their great significance is already reflected 
in the foreign exchanges, where the feature 
of the week has ben the improvement of 
Russian and French exchange, and the rise 
of all rates on European neutrals in Lon- 


don. As was natural, the German reichs- 
mark has faijen still further. 
The city comment is that unless the diplo- 
matic and military position changes greatly 
in the next few weeks. the prospect for Ger- 
many’s forthcoming war loan can hardly fail 
to be unfavorably affected. No one denies 
the German people’s disposition to respond 
“eelgghony ag but the position had already 
made troublesome by the public recog- 
nition of the awkward fact that the Gov- 
ernment has made no attempt to meet inter- 
est on the huge new debt through taxation, 
but is paying interest wholly out of capital. 
The shary recovery in Petrograd exchange 
is chiefly due to New York's buying of 
rubles, partly on speculation, partly to pay 
for goods. and partly for applications on the 
Russian icin of 850,000, rubles in 4% per 
cents, at 73%.

STATEMENT AS. 10 
PICKERS CEMETERY 


Says Present Litigation Has Prec- 
edents Upholding Abandon- 
ment of Restrictions. 


A statement as to the litigation and 
question in regard ta the titie to the 
old Picker’s Cemetery was issued yes- 
terday by the Hemmeimann-Spackler 
Kies! Hgtate Co. It follows: 

There seems to be an erronéous im- 
pression about the title to the prop- 
erty bounded by Arsenal-street, Wy- 
oming street, Compton avenue and 
Louisiana avenue, known as “Old 
Picker’s Cemetery.” The question of 
the title only affects the south half, 
which was bought from Johan Schrei- 
ber in 1846. At that time the church 
and Cemetery Association was a vol- 
untary organization which had 10 
trustees. One of the trustees was 
Johan Schreiber. 

The Cemetéry Association bought 
the south half of this property froni 
Johan Sehreiber, who was paid part 
cash and received back a mortgage 
for $1800 with interest at 10 per 
cent. In due time this mortgage was 
paid off by the congregation. In this 
deed from Schreiber to the cemetery 
was inserted a restriction that this 
ground should be used for cemetery 
purposes only. This was presumably 
done by the trustees who were yearly 
elected to guard against future trus- 
tees changing their plans. 

Now come the Schreiber heirs, one 
of whom is Mr. A. W. Wenger, and 
try to prévent the sale of this prop- 
erty. It is a well known fact, and 
a number of decisions by the Su- 
preme Court holds that property for 
which value recéived is paid and 
which ts réstricted by the seller for 
eortain purposes does not revert 
back to the seller after these restric- 
tions have outlived their usefulness 
as in a case where the man donates 
a piece of property for specific pur- 
poses. In the case of a donation it 
reverts back to the donor or his heitr 
if the same had outlived its restric- 
tion. 

Now, the case was tried In the Cir- 
cuit Court and won by the Cemetery 
Association and was appealed to the 
Supreme Court, where it lay five 
years. The Supreme Court never 
passed on the merits of the case or 
went into the merits of it, but re- 
ferred the case back to the Circuit 
Court for proof to show that the new 
incorporated Church and Cemetery 
Association was the real successor 
to the voluntary organization of the 
Cemetery and Church. The Supreme 
Court Judge had itn mind that pos- 
sibly the congregation was divided 
and that one branch of the congre- 
gation incorporated for the purpose 
of getting possession of the prop- 
erty, but this is not the case. 

The congregation never was di- 
vided and at the opportune time, 
when the case comes up in the Cif- 
cuit Court, this will be proven. Then 
the case most Hkely will go to the 
Supreme Court again and there is 
no doubt about what the opinion of | 
the Supreme Court will be, as there 
are a number of precedents of sim- 
jlar cases where property has been 
paid for in cash and restrictions hav 
been imposed, and later on have out- 
lived themselves, and in such cases 
the Supreme Court has held a num- 
ber of times there is no reversion. 

Mr. Wenger, the representative of 
the Schreiber heirs, has stated to our 
counsel, Mr. Schnurmacher, that he 
did not expect the property to revert 
to the Schreiber heirs. The only 
thing he expected to accomplish was 
that the propertv which was pur- 
chased from Schreiber,

FINDS FOOD SUPPLY \_' 


Miss Cora Caesar Returns Here 
After Being in Coburg Since 
War Began. 


NO GAYETY IN ‘ BERUIN 


Signs of Mourning Everywhere; 
People Are Still Confident , 
of Success. | 


Miss Cora Caesar, daughter of Louis 
Caesar, a caterer of 5119 Cates avenue, 
who returned to St. Louis Thursday 
night after having been in Germany 
since the war began, yesterday gave to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter her observa- 
tions of conditions in that country: 

“There can be but one outcome of the 
struggle, the Germans feel in their 
hearts,’’ she said, ‘“‘and that is ultimate 
victory for German arms. Any other re- 
sult is inconceivable and any other be- 
lief is intolerable. Every inhabitant of 
Germany feels the force of the spirit of 
confidence that drives the armies on.’’ 

Miss Caesar went to Germany to visit 
her uncle, Henry Caesar, a retired busi- 
ness man. She arrived at Bremen July 
13, 1914, three weeks before war was de- 
clared. Her intention was to visit Eu- 
ropean cities. but the start of hostili- 
ties prevented this. 

Little Gayety in Berlin. 

Miss Caesar’s uncle lives at Coburg, a 
town of 25,000, in the duchy of Saxe-Co- 
burg. During her stay she made only 
short trips in the country and did not 
see much of conditions in the large 
cities. After departing for home, how- 
ever, she spent two days in Berlin, 
“where,’’ as she expressed it, ‘‘there are 
more visible signs of mourning and 
where there is little left of former gay- 
a. 

“Virtually all of the war we saw and 
felt at Coburg was the attention to 
wounded in the five hospitads there,’’ 
Miss Ceesar said. ‘‘The cases attended 
there were ontky the convalescents, it be- 
ing so far from the theater of war that 
it was not practicable to transport seri- 
ous cases such a distance. I often 
passed among the wounded, for my 
uncle is in Red Cross work, and |] never 
saw such indomitable spirit as_ dis- 
played by the wounded, who wished only 
to get well that they might return at 
once to the firing line. 

“All Germany is on its toes, prepared 
and ready for any eventuality. There is 
focd a-plenty, but it is dealt out spar- 
ingly, for nobody knows how long the 
war wil! last. Nowhere is there famine 
or suffering for want of food. I did not 
find it in the least inconvenient to re- 
main. 

Food Allowance of Family. 

“Our household might be taken for ex- 
ample: We were given cards permitting 
us to purchase on'y certain amounts of 
food. We were allowed 1% pounds of 
heat, 4 pounds potato bread, % pound 
of butter a week for each member of 
the family. and .1% pounds of sugar a 
month, with a plenteous supply of veg- 
etables and fruits. The working classes 
were allowed even more than this scale. 

“Notwithstanding the embargo or 
tiockade enforced by Great Britain, Ger- 
many is dving quite well with its own 
resources and a little help from Switz- 
eriand, Denmark and Holland.’’ 

“Life at Coburg, which is in the cen- 
ter of the empire, is virtually as quiet as 
in any small town in the United States. 
The people were calm and got quite as 
much out of life as they did before the 
war. : 

“We had little outings in the country 
and lived quietly,’’ Miss Caesar contin- 
ved. ‘‘Nobody worries over the possible 
outcome of the war. 

‘T am an American and my uncle is 
well-known in Coburg. I was shown 
every courtesy at all times, and not once 
during my two years’ stay: was there 
anything sald or -done to embarrass 
me or hurt my feelings. Yet, I have 
heard that there were anti-American 
demonstrations In Germany. We never 
heard or dreamt of such things. Ger- 
many is concerned with its own wel- 
fare and does not care to antagonize the 
T'nited States. On the contrary, the Ger- 
man people are eager to perpetuate the 
gcod feeling that has long existed be- 
tween the two countries. 

Old Men Do Work. 

“The weight of the war lies a little 
heavy on Berlin. The theaters are still 
open, but the cafes and resorts are not 
so gay as before the war. There are few 
young men to be seen in civilian dress, 
which may account for this lapse.”’ 
Only the older people, on whom the 
burden of work has fallen, show signs 
of suffering, Miss Caesar said. They 
have taken up the work of the young 
men, but cannot, of course, be expected 
to perform it with equal ease. In the 
building and trades industries and in 
factories, too, French and Belgian pris- 
oners are employed and paid for their 
work, while other prisoners are at work 
on the harvests. 

Leaving Germany Miss Caesar went by 
rail to Berlin and Warnemuende, and 
thence by ferry to Denmark and rail to 
Copenhagen, where she embarked for 
home. She reached New York last Tues- 
day.

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WINTER SHOULD BE 
INAUGURATED NOW 


- 
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Hasten Birds Through. Moult, 
Put Poultry Plant in Shape 
and Provide Green Food. 


Late summer or early fall is none too 
soon for the poultryman to begin prepa 
rations for the winter. Even then the 
chances are that the first frost will find 
him not wholly prepared for it. Pre- 
paredness for winter in the poultry- 
growing industry has a great influence 
on.its success. The start that a laying 
flock makes in? the fall or early winter 
has a tremendous effect in determining 
whether the following five or six 
months’ operations will constitute suc- 
cess or failure. 

Getting the fowls through the moult as 
quickly as possible is one of the tasks 
of the foresighted poultryman. To get 
the coming season's layers through this 
period before the weather turns cool 
goes a long way toward inducing early 
laying. If nature itself is not doing this 
work in seasonable time the poultryman 
may help by putting the laggards on 
“short rations’ for 10 days or two 
weeks. to start the old feathers to fall- 
ing. They rs fed just enough to keep 
them alive; ued words, they are 
starved bea Pt severely during this 
period. Then they are fed as much as 
they will eat of highly nutritious food to 
bring out the new feathers. Feeds given 
at this time should not be fattening, but 
rather of a variety to make quick, all- 
around growth. These include cornmeal, 
ground oats and bran, in a mash, and 
plenty of green food. Whole grains, ani- 
mal food, grit, broken charcoal and 
plenty of pure water are further re- 
quisites in carrying out this plan. Free- 
dom from lice and mites is required. 

Putting poultry houses and equipment 
in a good state of repair is another task 
of importance in getting ready for the 
winter. \ The object should be to have 
the house warm, dry and in good sani- 
tary condition. Repairs to the house 
proper should be supplemented by a 
thorough cleaning and disinfecting, ftin- 
ishing up with a cqat of whitewash on 
the interior. If the house has an earthen 
floor these sanitary measure should in- 
clude the removal of two or three inches 
of the surface to be replaced by as much 
fresh earth from the outside. In doing 
this one gets rid of the stench producing 
germ and vermin-infested droppings 
and refuse accumulated during the sum- 
mer, that is so common in earth-floor 
poultry houses at this time of year. 

Such minor tasks as providing for a 
supply of green food, dust for dust 
baths, scratching litter, etc., mav be at- 
tended to now to avoid delays later on. 
A supply of such vegetables as turnips. 
small potatoes and cabbage will meet 
this need. 

A final and thorough culling of the 
flock is a very seasonable task in late 
summer or early fall. All surplus cock- 
erels not needed as breeders, old hens 
vynd other, non-producers, should be sent 
to market after 10 days or two weeks in 
the fattening pen. It is a waste of feed 
at any time to keep these undesirables in 
the flock, but more so in the winter 
when all feed must be supplied. 


Late-Hatched Chicks 
Have Their Value 


The advice usually given is to hateh 
chicks early, which is good, but late 
chicks, hatched in August, September or 
October, have value, too. It has been 
my observation that the very best show 
specimens are hatched in April and May, 
or thereabouts, but chicks hatched later 
than this have a place, especially on the 
farm. Often there is more time in which 
to care for them, feed is more plentiful 
and lower in price, and there is not us- 
ally so much rain. The later summer 
and fall hatched pullets make good mid- 
summer layers. 

The greatest prize-winner I ever 
raised, though his winnings were mase 
after I hid sold him, was hatched Aug. 
5, and he was a Buff Cochin, too. 

When frosty weather comes care must 
be given to the lute chicks’ quarters, 
otherwise colds will be prevalent and 
growth wil! be checked.

Under-<vlor tna Brahmas. 
We have White Leghorns and this 


summer .wo of them have had swullen 
feet between the toes and a corn-like 
place on the bottom of the foot. One 
foot burst open and the other we opened 
twith a knife. They contained pus which 
was becoming hard. The cut healed and 
upon removing the scab the second and 
third pena we pulled out a hard core, 
about “three-quarters of-an inch long 
and about a half inch in diameter. The 
hens limped some when we began treat- 
ing them, but they didn’t seem to be 
much sore when we opened the places. 
We used sulphur and lard at first, but 
now we are using vaseline. They seem 
better now. Can you give me the name 
of the disease? Would you prescribe a 
different treatment?—Mrs. R. V. C., St. 
Louis. 

I believe your hens. will be al? right 
now. The treatment was not bad at all. 
The trouble doubtless was not a disease 
in the usual sense, but an injury. It is 
“bumble foot,’’ which is not uncommon. 
It may be caused in several ways. I 
suppose ii , : caused originally by get- 
ting a piece vf gravel in the ball of the 
foot. Another cause is flying down on 
the ground from high perches. ‘This 
produced a sore which festered and 
caused an accumulation of pus. A good 
plan of treatment is, first, to open the 
place if necessary and press out any ac- 
cumulation of pus as thoroughly as pos- 
sible. Sometimes you will find imbedded 
in the foot the piece of gravel or stone 
which may have caused the _ trouble. 
Then wash out the wound thoroughly 
with a permanganate of potash solution. 
or a 1 per cent carbolics acid solution. 
Then apply the vaseline. 


Can you give me the new undercolor 
of light Brahmas, referred to in your 
Poultry Page?—H. O..H., Murphysboro, 
I}. 

The American Standard of Perfection 
describes the undercolor of light Brah- 
mas as “bluish slate’ in all sections ex- 
cept the breast, which is described as 
“bluish white,’’ the breast where it joins 
the body being also bluish slate. For- 
merly undercolor was described as white, 
bluish . white or slate. It might seem 
that undercolor, where you can’t see it, 
is not of much importance, and it is, in 
fact, secondary to surface color, but the 
undercolor of light Brahma has a 
breeding value. You can’t get the in- 
tense color markings in hackle, wings 
and tail now sought in this variety un- 
less you have_undercolor of considerable 
“strength” to breed from. Light Broh- 
mas that were considered of good color 15 
years ago would be regarded as rather 
“faded out’’ now. 


Kentucky to Put on

The Kentucky Agricultural Experiment 
Station has sent out a circular describ- 
ing its first annual egg laying contest, 
which will begin Nov. 1, and continue 
for one year. The station will accept 50 


The pens will be trapnested to determine 
which. individuals and which varieties 
are laving the greatest number of eggs, 
and a complete record will be kept of 
the food consumed. Reports will be 
made from time to time to poultry and 
other papers of the result of the contest, 
which will be conducted upon the ex- 
periment station farm in the suburb of 
Lexington. A field of eight acres of 
level bluegrass land has been set aside 
for the contest. 


The rules do not vary greatly from 
those in force at the Missouri Experi- 
ment Station. While it will be conduct- 
é¢d for the benefit of Kentucky chiefly, 
yet competition will be onen to the 
world and. will be decided by the num- 
ber of marketable eggs Jaid by each pen 
and each hen. All birds must be shipped, 
express prepaid, to the experiment sta- 
tion. 

The owner of the pen making the 
Lighest record for the year will be 
awarded a handsome silver loving cup 


and $50 in cash, the second prize will 
be a silver pitcher and $25 in cash, 
the third will be $10 cash and a ribbon. 
The owner of the individual hen making 
the best record will receive a bronze 
medal and a. cash prize of $23. The 
owner of the second hen will receive 
$10 in cash and a silk ribbon. 


Mites Exterminated

Test Ration for 
Fattening Poultry 


“Recently I took 17 cockerels and put 
them in a house by themselves,” a farm 
poultryman writes: “They weighed 
pounds when I put them in and I fed 
them 27 days, using such feeds as the 


corn, in the following mixture: Corn. 
100 pounds; oats, 14 pounds, and wheat, 
14 pounds. I gave them fresh water to 
drink and kept it before them all the 
time. The feeds figured up about $1.30 
at the end of the period, while the 
roosters weighed 97% pounds, a gain of 
7% pounds. At 10 cents a pound this 
gain in weight ‘would amount to 7% 
cents, or half the price of the feed.” 

If these 17 cockerels weighed 90 pounds 
their average was a fair weight withovt 
any fattening. Should another fatten- 
ing test be undertaken our suggestion 
would be that the same feeds be used 
in about the same proportions, but in 
the ground form. In addition, if he will 
moisten this mixture with sweet or 
sour skimmfik, or buttermilk, to a 
sloppy mass, he will have one of the 
best poultry-fattening rations known. 
The birds should have all of this wet 
mash they will clean up three or four 
times a day. They should be penned 
closely to keep them from losing too 
much weight by exercising. The fatten- 
ing period should not continue longer 
than three weeks. f 


Ideas of Value 
to Turkey Growers 


Be, friendly with the turkeys, >ut 
do not try to catch them, They do ict 
like to-be handled. 

Be careful when buying new turkcuy 
sfock to get strong, healthy speci- 
mens of good size, from flocks not 
afflicted with blackhead, the worst 
and most common turkey disease. 

The turkey is not fully matured 
until 2 years of age, is at its prime 
at 3 years, and just as good at 4 
years. Sometimes it does not reach 
full maturity until 3 years of age. 
It is therefore a mistake to sell the 
older birds. If you have good mature 
turkeys that have always been /ree 
from disease and that have plen‘y 
cf size, they are the kind to keep for 
breeding purposes, 

Young turkeys age delicate uniil 
feathered out and until they have 


“thrown the red” at about 3 montks 
of age. After that they are hardy. 

One feed a day, all they will cut, 
oats one day, wheat the next aad 
corn the third day, will grow turkcys 
in good shape if they have {roe 
range. They should be fed before 
dark when they come home to roost. 

If it is necessary to protect tur- 
keys from enemies or to lock tiem 
from thieves at night, make a shed 
open to the south and cover that side 
with heavy wire netting. They mav 
be afraid of this shed at first, but 
you can accustom them to it by feed- 
ing them in it at night.

to Treatment as Satisfactorily 
as Doctors Hoped. 


Charlies A. Stix of 26 Portland place, 
president of the Stix, Baer & Fuller Dty 


Goods Co., left the Michael Reese Hos- 


pital in Chicago last night, accompanied 


by Mrs. Stix and medical attendants, 
end will arrive in St. Louis this morn- 
ing. His condition is serious. 

He will continue here the effort to re- 
gain his health, which was shattered 
more than a year ago by a tumorous 
Srowth. Pn the Chicago treatment, the 
dispatch states, three tubes of meso- 
torium, costing $38,000, were used, but 
Without a wholly satisfactory result. 


Mesothorium is a kindred substance to 


tedium, and is somewhat more expen- 
sive. It has been found in Germany in 
small quantities, in connection with de- 
posits of certain rare minerals. It pos- 
sesses radio-activity, and, like radium, 
keeps ite propgrties for a number of 
Jears, however much used. The same 

used in the treatment of Stix, 


of other cases. It is not an infallible 
cure, but it has proved effective in some 
cases. 

The treatment consist of applying the 
metal, inclosed in containers, to the dis- 
eased portion. The containers are so 
constructed as to filter the rays of the 
mesothorium. The treatment is without 
pain to the patient and may continue 
from two to 2% hours. 

Stix was treated last February in a 
New York hospital, and a series of op- 
erations was performed there and in Chi- 
cago, where he has been since June, liv- 
ing at the Chicago Beach Hotel and going 
to the hospital for X-ray examinations 
end surgical treatment. At the time of a 
recent operations, scrapings were taken 
for analysis, with a view to determining 
the exact nature of the disease. The 
result of. the analysis has not been 
made known. 

Mrs. Stix said yesterday that the meso- 
thorium treatment had been adminis- 
tered four times, but that her husband 
had not responded so satisfactorily as 
the physicians hoped. She said that, 
after the return to St. Louis, no expense 
would be spared to bring about his re- 
covery, but she could not say what form 
of treatment would be used. Stix is 55 
years old. He is a former president of 
the Civic League and was at one time 
a ‘member of the City Council.

Many Changes Made, Notably 
One in Doctrine on Infant 
Depravity.

CHICAGO, Sept. 2.—Efforts to re- 
move the word “Devil” from the rit- 
ual of the Methodist Episcopal Church 
at the general conference last May 
were made in vain, it was learned to- 
day. The Board of Bishops, to which 
the recommendation by the Commis- 
sion on Ritual s referred, refused 
to» accept the suggestion, and copies 
cf the new book of discipline, which 
reached Chicago today, show that can- 
didatege at U.aptism stili must be asked 
the question: “Dost thou renounce 
the Devil and all his works, his vain 
pomp and glory of the world?” 
Nearly ail the other recommenda- 
tions oi changes, both in discipline 
anc ritual, were adopted, and the new 
book. numbering 634 pages, shows 
greater changes than in many years. 
A striking departure is in the doc- 
trine on infant depravity, in the omis- 
sien from the form for baptism of in- 
fants of the words: “Foreasmuch as 
all men are conceived and born in 
in.” There is also introduced the 
use of “sponsors” similar to god- 
parents in other denominations at the 
bapt'sm of infants. A special form 
for the baptism of children is included, 
likewise one for the burial of children. 

Mariage Ceremony Shortened. 
The marriage ceremony has been 
shortened considerably, with the 
elimination of the long prayer refer- 
ring to the patriarchs. The word 
‘oney” nus never appeared in the 
Methodist ritual. 

The form for the baptism of adults 
also has the words “conceived and 
born in sin,” starting with the words 
“all men have sinned and come short 
of the glory of God.” 

Only unfermented wine per- 
mitted now at communions, where 
formerly the matter was optional. 

In reception to membership em- 

phasis is to be laid on duty result- 
ing from membership and not on a 
person’ becoming a member. 
The burial service has had much 
added to its beauty by omissions of 
references to the wrath of the Al- 
mighty and the words “worms de- 
stroy this body,” and by adding the 
23d Psalm. 

Special arrangement is made where- 
by college students may become af- 
filiated members of churches near 
the institutions,

LB Qne has only to remember that the first strike of American workmen 
occurred in 1802, in New York. John Bach McMasters, in his “History 
of the People of the United States,” relates that sailors, who were receiv- 
ing $10 a month, demanded an increase to $14. This being refused, they 
left their work and marched along the riverfront, headed by a brass band. 
They coaxed or compelled other sailors to join the procession. However, 
‘the constables were soon in pursuit, arrested the leader, lodged him in 
jail, and so ended the earliest of labor strikes.” 

_ It was three centuries ago that the first instance occurred of the 
remedy now provided almost everywhere by workman’s compens&tion 
laws. A laborer was killed in Richard Hollingworth’s shipyard at Boston, 
and his family sued the employer for damages. In the Court of Assizes 
the Judges found that the workman's death was caused by a tackle which, 
through Hollingworth’s fault, broke down and caused the accident. The 
Court then awarded to the plaintiffs the munificent verdict of £10 sterling, 
‘or about $50. Only recently a St. Louis firm paid $21,000 damages because 
a girl employe lost, not her life, but her arms. 

The progress which labor has achieved during the life of the Ameri- 
can republic is vividly summed up by Arthur E. Holder, the machinist- 
philosopher, who tells Congress and the State Legislatures what labor 
does and does not want in the matter of national and local statutes. 

“During the month of September, 1793,” he says, “the cornerstone of 
the Capitol in Washington was put in place and work on the building was 
began immediately thereafter. British mechanics performed most of the 

labor. Their day started at sunrise and ended at sunset and the average 
of the wages paid was 50 cents. 

“One hundred and eleven years later, which makes the date 1904, 
ground was broken in the city of Washington for a building that was to 
contain the offices and committee rooms of the Senators in Congress. The 
work, which continued three years, was almost entirely done by American- 
born mechanics. Their day was eight hours long and their average pay 
was $4. 

“In other words, the workman of 1904 received in one hour as much 
money as the workman of 1793 received in a day that began with the 
dawn and ended with the twilight. Labor’s progress in the United States 
during the nineteenth century can be accurately measured, I think, by 

the landmarks I have not 

The year after the signing of the Declaration. of Independence, the 
selectmen of Newburyport in Massachusetts—-the colonies being at war and 
workmen being few—thought it advisable to establish a scale of wages. 

' A carpenter, by their action, in no instance was to be paid more than 
$1.33 a day, the length of which was from sunup to sundown. Carpenters 
now, in some localities, receive $7 for eight hours’ work. 

Masons, at Newburyport, were prevented by law from demanding 
more than $1.50 a day. The wages of brickeayers, stonemasons and 
plasterers in 1916 range from $4 to $7, and they pull off their overalis 
and lock up their trowels at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. : 

The day laborer of 1777 received 75 cents a day and his board, or $1, 
if he boarded himself. His hours, too, were from “sun to sun.” Railroad 
section hands, teamsters and other unskilled laborers are now paid from 
$1.50 to $3 a day. The once humble hod carrier in more than one city 
gets 50 cents an hour. 

All wageearners with the exception, possibly, of clerks, are living 
better than ever before. The baker who used to work from 10 to. 18 
nours for $1.50, is being paid from $2.40 to $3.60 for a day of eight or 
ine hours. Metal workers, such as blacksmiths, boilermakers, machinists 
and molders, not many years ago received from $1.50 te $3 for a 10-hour 
day. Their hours have been reduced and their wages have been advanced 
so that the rance is between $2.50 and $8. Many a cigarmaker is earning 
$7.88 in eight hours. 

There are compositors, lithographers and bookbinders who are get- 
ting $6 a day, and structural iron workers, plumbers, painters, steam 
fitters, marble setters and elettrical workers who are receiving $7 a day. 
Railroad engineers and conductors, whose hours were unlimited, were 
once paid from $2 to $3. They are now paid from $3.80 to $7. The rail-

miners now is $2.88, and tagir hours have teen reduced from 10, 12 or 14 
to eight. Farm laborers wwe paid $15 a month not many years since. 
They can find plenty of places today, and better treatment than ever 
indoors and out, at double that amount. 

In 1832 the master carpenters, masons, painters and slaters of Boston 
met to debate the question: ‘““‘Would a 10-hour day be a benefit?” The 
movement spread to other cities and strikes followed at several places. 
The workmen of the building trades demanded a 10-hour day and the 
privilege of stopping work at 6 p. m. on Saturdays during summer. 

After eight years of agitation, the 10-hour day was established in 
Boston. During the same year, 1840, Martin Van Buren, President of the 
United States, ordered a 10-hour day in the Navy Yard at Washington.

The National Government 
having shown the way, the 
shorter Gay was gradually 
adopted everywhere, but not 
without many strikes and a 
great deal of commotion in 
politics. Candidates for 
public office were elected 
and defeated on the issue. 

' Gov. George F. Fort of New 
Jersey declared—and his words were caught up and are still being used by 
labor's speakers and writers—that “constant and remitting toil prevents 
intellectual improvement and leads to physical and moral debasement.’’ 
Fort was a physician, and what he said had great weight among the people. 

Workmen came together throughout the East, made speeches - and 
adopted resolutions. The mill operatives at Peterboro in New Hampshire 
quaintly asserted that “although the evening and the morning are spoken 
of in the Scriptures, yet in that Book no mention is made of an evening 
in the morning.” They concluded, therefore, “that the practice of lighting 
up our factories in the morning and thereby making two evenings in 
every 24 hours is not only oppressive but unscrip ural.” 

Seth Luther, a mechanic and an intelligent man, in a pamphlet pub- 
lished during the year: 1832, said that the worker’s day in the mills of 
New England r sged from 12 to i5 hours in length. Even so late as 
1844, the day started at 5 o'clock in the morning and ended at 7 o’clock 
in the evening. ‘Thirty minutes were allowed for breakfast and 30 
minutes for dinner, eaten at noon. 

Women and children in the mills of Paterson, N. J., so Luthor stated, 
began work at 4:30 o'clock in the morning. furthermore, textile opera- 
tives at some places were taxed to support the churches, and if a man 
were regularly absent from divine services on se estesice he was in danger 
of losing his employment. 

Handoom weavers in Baltimore semeistned that they could only 
earn from 65 to 71 cents in a day of 12 hours and that they were unable 
to pay for the schooling of their children. It was not long before the 
workers of Baltimore left their benches and looms and with fife and drum 
paraded in protest through the principal streets... They .won their battle 
inside of a week and the 10-hour day was accepted by the employers 
of that city. 

Although the contest over the length of the working day dragged on 
for years it was gained at last by labor. And capital probably made 
more money than was the case before the change occurred. Better man- 
agement of factories and mills followed. The slack was taken up in many 
directions. Grog, for instance, vanished from shipyards, where, by. long 
practice, it had been served twice daily. When Thacker Magoun notified 
his men that no more grog should be drunk in his shipyard, they wrote 
the words, “No Rum,” on all his timbers and on the sides of his carpenter 
shop. Some of the workers struck but the order stood. 

Richard F. Trevellick was a ship carpenter in New York when the 
day’s work began “just as the first sunbeam gilded the tallest spire in 
sight.” He has shown the waste that marked the old 12 and 14 hour 
system. 

Aunt Arlie McVane, he has written, came to the yard at 8:30 o’clock in 
the morning with packets of doughnuts, ginger bread, turnovers and cookies. 
The men spent from 10 to 15 minutes refreshing themselves with her 
dainties. “No one ever hurried,” Trevellick states, “during cake time.” 

Two hours later, Johnny Grogan appeared with a huge board of stick 
candy and taffy. It required 15 minutes for him to sell his stock and 
take his departure. At. 11 o'clock “there was a general sailing out of 
the yard and into convenient grog shops after whisky.” There also were 
“four or five men among us, and one apprentice—not quite a year my 
senior—-who used to sail out pretty regularly 10 times a day on a average,” 
and “two that went for whisky only when someone invited them to drink, 
and two who never went at all.”

FTER the mind has had its fill of the dry 
facts and statistics of great events, there 
is an inner need of the heart that leads 
us to seek in the mass of details some 
point upon which the emotions may lay 
hold, and which often grows in popular 
memory to symbolize the entire action. 
The storming of Ratisbon by the French is best known 
through the boy hero who galloped with the tidings of 
victory to Napoleon and fell dead at his feet. Many 
who have forgotten the significance of the Battle of the 
Nile remember Giacomo Casabianca, 10-year-old son of 
the commander of the French man-of-war, Orient, who, 
when the crew had been saved and the vessel was about 
to be bléwn up, refused to quit the ship and perished 
with his father. 


The glory of being the center-upon which are focused 
the emotions of the far-flung British empire concerning 
the great battle between the British and German fleets 
off Jutland Bank, last May, belonps to a boy, less than 
16 1-2 years old, who lost his life during oe action under 
circumstances of heroism that won admiring mention 
in the official reports of Admirals Jellicoe and Beatty 
io the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. The brain 
uf the empire may be most concerned with the fact that 
the British ships retained their command of the segs 
unimpaired; but its heart is given to young “Jack” Corn- 
well, who is famous from London to Montreal, and from 
Vancouver to Melbourne, as “‘the boy hero of the Battle 
of Jutland.” 

Unusual honors have been paid to his memory. In 
the official reports more space is given to his death than 
to the loss of the ships Queen Mary, ‘ndefatigable, In- 
vincible, Defence, Black Prince, Warrior, Tipperary, Ar- 
dent, Fortune, Shark, Sparrowhawk, Nestor, Nomad and 
Turbulent all put tozether; and more than to the deaths 
of Rear Admirals Sir Robert Arbuthnot and the Hon. 
Horace Hood and Capts. Sowerby, Prowse, Cay, Banham, 
Wintour and Ellis, all combined. 

After his body had been quietly buried in Manor Park 
Cemetery in. the Borough of East Ham, a suburb of 
London, it was disinterred and re-entombed in a more 
conspicuous part of the cemetery by the order and at 
the cost of the Admiralty. An impressive funeral pro- 
ceesion with full naval honors was held. Admiral Beatty 
nimself sent a wreath of Hltes, bearing the simple inscrip- 
tion, “With deep respect.” The Bishop of Barking per- 
formed the funeral service, and an address was delivered 
by Dr. T. J. Macnamara, M. P., Financial Secretary to 
the Admiralty. Huge crowds lined the streets, and every 
window blind in the borough was lowered. It was an- 
rounced that the Bronze Medal, the highest possible 
award of the Boy Scout organization, to which he for- 
merly belonged, had been conferred upon the dead young 
hero. Every school child in the British Isles has been 
<sked to contribute to a “Jack” Cornwell fund, to be used 
for wounded sailors and allied charities. 

Everyone remembers how, at about 2:30 o’clock on the 
afternoon of May 31, the battle cruiser fleet of Vice Ad- 
miral Sir David Beatty, engaged in one 
of its periodical sweeps through the North 
Sea, came in sight, off the Danish coast, 
of the welcome approach of the German 
righ sea fleet, and how the Admiral, 
living up to the traditions of Nelson, 
gallantly flung his squadron between the 
German ships and their base, hoping 
against great odds to hold them engaged 
until the dreadnought fleet of Admiral 
Jellicoe could come up and destroy the 
Kaiser’s armada. 

On receipt of information that the 
enemy had been sighted, Jellicoe’s battle 
fleet raced at full speed to the scene, 
The Third battle cruiser squadron, com- 
manded by Rear Admiral Hood, was in 
the van of Jellicoe’s line, and at 5:30 
p. m. this squadron observed flashes of 
gunfire and heard the sound of guns to 
the southwest.* To investigate the mean- 
ing of these phenomena, the ship Chester 
was sent forward, under command of 
Capt. Robert N. Lawson. 


On board the Chester, attached-to one 
of hér gun crews, was John Travers 
Cornwell, who, in the technical language 
of the fleet, ranked as “boy, first class.” 
He had spent’ his apprenticeship on the 
training ship H. M. S. Vivid, and had 
recently been assigned to the Chester. 
His father was Eli Cornwell of Hast. 
Ham, a veteran of the Zulu and Egyptian 
campaigns of 30 years ago, and at present 
a private in the Fifty-seventh Royal De- 
fense Corps of Essex. 

The Chester dashed forward and 15 
minutes later found herself engaged hy 
three or four enemy light cruisers at 
ong. The engagement lasted about 20 
minutes, during which period Capt. Law- 
son handled his vessel with great skill 
against heavy odds, so that, although the 
ship suffered considerably in casualties, 
her fighting and steaming qualities were 
unimpaired, and at about 6:05 p. m. she 
rejoined the battle cruiser squadron. 

. But during this engagement, the ene- 
my’s fire killed or wiunded every man 
in Cornwell’s crew, and he himself was 
fatally wounded. His comrades lay on 
the deck all about him. The position 
was one completely exposed to the Ger- 
man fire, and shells were dropping on all 
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sides. Under the circum- 
stances no one would have 
been blamed for seeking 
help, or at least for let- 
ting himself sink down on 
the deck, where the dan- 
ger would be a bit less. 
But’ “Jack” Cornwell was 
made of different stuff. 
He had received orders to 
stick to his gun, and 
there he proposed to- re- 
main until orders came 
relieving him. 


So, holding himself 
erect by clinging to a sup- 
port, he stood steadfastly 
in his place while his 
life ebbed away and the 
enemy’s ammunition 
showered about him. 
There he was found, faith- 
ful to the end, when the 
action was finished, and ‘a 
few hours later he died. 
Like the Lacedemonians 
at Thermopylae, he per- 
ished while obeying his 
orders. In Admiral 
Beatty’s report to Admiral 
Jellicoe, transmitted by 
him to the Admiralty, is 
this fine epitaph for the 
boyish hero: 

“As was to be expected, 
the behavior of the ships’ 
companies under the terrible conditions of a modern 
sea battle was magnificent without exception. The 
strain on their morale was a severe test of discipline 
and training. Officers and men were imbued with one 
thought, the desire to defeat the enemy The fortitude 
of the wounded was admirable. A report from the com- 
manding officers of ‘Chester’ gives a splendid instance of 
devotion to duty. ‘Boy’ (first class) John Travers Corn- 
well of ‘Chester’ was mortally wounded early in the 
action. He nevertheless remained standing alone at a 
most exposed post, quietly awaiting orders till the end 
of the action, with the gun’s crew dead and wounded all 
about him. His age was under 161-2 years. I regret 
that he has since died, but I recommend his case for 
special recognition in justice to his memory, and as an 
acknowledgment of the high example set by him.” 

It was not until after the youth’s body had been sent 
home and buried by his parents that Admiral Beatty's 
report was made public, and it was then determined at 
the Admiralty that a funeral service with all the honors 
the nation could bestow should be held. The body was 
exhumed and placed in state at the East Ham Town 
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Hall, from which the cortege started. The procession 
was representative not only of the navy and the army, 
but the civic life of the borough and various. organiza- 
tions, such as the Boys’ Naval Brigades, Boy Scouts and 
others. | 

The coffin, covered with the White Ensign, rested on ~~ 
a gun carriage, drawn by a crew of boys from the Crys- 
tal Palace Naval Depot, and a firing party of blue- — 
jackets, marching with arms reversed, was in close at- 
tendance. The carriages which followed contained, 
amongst others, Dr. Macnamara, the Bishop of Barking, 
the Mayor of East Ham (Councillor Bankes Martin), Sir 
John Bethell, M. P. for the Romford Division, and mem- 
bers of the East Ham Borough Council. The Navy League 
was represented by Mr. P. J. Hannon, its secretary, and 
Chief Petty Officer Lyte. 

Six boys from the Chester, all of whom were in the 
recent battle with their late comrade, were in the pro- 
eession and carried the floral tributes from the ship. 
These consisted‘of wreaths from the Captain, the ward- 
room officers and the boys, as well as a permanent 
wreath from the ship’s crew, inscribed, “In loving mem- 
ory of our brave shipmate.” The Mayor 
and citizens of Chester sent “A tribute 
of admiration” for a heroic boy. Petty. 
Officer John F. Hayman of the training 
ship on which Cornwell received instruc- 
tion, traveled from: Devonport to attend » 
the funeral, and brought with him as 
representing the ship, a handsome 
wreath. Many other floral offerings, in- 
cluding one from the Lord Mayor of 
London and another from the East Ham 
Corporation, were also carried in the pro- 
cession. 

Scholars from the Walton Road School, 
which Cornwell attended, were among 
the great host of lads of all ages who fol- 
lowed the coffin to the grave. Guards 
of honor were furnished at the Town 
Hall and at the house of. Cornwell’s 
parents in Alverstone road, where the 
relatives joined the procession, by mem- 
bers of the Essex Volunteer Regiment. 
The whole route to the cemetery was 
thickly lined with spectators—Easit Ham 
has a population of 150,000 and nearly 
all of them were out—and in shopping 
thoroughfares business was suspended. 
The blinds of private houses were low- 
ered throughout the borough and all 
classes sought to show their admiration 
for the bravery of the lad who had spent 
all but about a year of his short life in 
their midst. 

The coffin was removed from the gun 
earriage and carried to the grave by a 
bearer party of bluejackets. Sailors, sol- 
diers and civilians bared their heads, 
and the gathering sang “Eternal Father, 
Strong to Save,” with its familiar_and | 
stirring cry “for those in peril on the 
sea.” The special burial service ar. 
ranged for the occasion was conducted 
by the Bishop of Barking. Before com- 
mitting the remains to the earth, the 
Bishop read the passage in Sir David 
Beatty's report, relating to John Corn- 
well.

At the end of the three years he 
came back to St. Louis, where he has 
been doing pastoral work for his 
church, reserving only the leisure his 
arduous duties permit for his studies. 

Today he is regarded by scholars as 
an authority on matters of evneiform 
writing. This began with rude pic- 
tures or ideograms perhaps more 
than 10,000 years ago. It gradua!ly 
developed until it became the popular 
script of Palestine. An idea of its 
antiquity mav he@pgained when ‘+ is 
remembered that the Hammurabi 
code, written about 2259 B. C.. is 
comparatively modern. 

Different tribes with different lan 
guages used the same characters. The 
Persians finally made a cuneiform al- 
phabet, which marked a great ad- 
vancement from the old ideograms 
in which conventional pictures repre- 


sented words, syllables and even 
phrases. 
Naturally the characters would 


change greatly in 4000 vears of usage, 
so the man who would be able to 
read them at all periods has a stunen- 
dous undertaking. Between 13,000 and 
14,000 characters are known, al- 
though, Dr. Godbey savs, an actval 
knowledge of between 300 and 400 is 
sufficient for all practical purposes. 

‘“‘Many persons seem to think,” Dr. 
Godbey ‘said recently, “that we know 
comparatively little of ancient Baby- 
lon, whereas the reverse is true. Its 
literature is so abundant and varied 
that we know more about the daily 
life of Babylonia 2000 years before 
Christ than we know of that of Rome 
200 years before.”’ 

Thousands of manuscripts engraved 
on clay tablets have been recovered 
from the ruins of that country. There 
are even schoolboy tablets and exer- 
cise books, and all kinds of legal con- 
tracts, such as records of loans, mort- 

gages, receipts for temple storehouses, 

tickets of rations issued, payrolls, rit- 
ual tablets, medical prescriptions, 
lists of merchandise, wholesale and 
retail, invoices of fabries, court rec- 
ords, etc. 

In addition to this lore, Dr. God- 
bey is a genealogist, purely, he ex- 
presses it, “as a bread and butter 
proposition.” Then, too, he has 
compiled a card index, filling three 
small cases, on matters of historical 
interest related to comparative rit- 
ualism. This index includes anno- 
tations from more than 500 volumes.

T has been a long time since the American 
athletic world has been so excited about a for- 
eign invader as it has been this year about 
Ichiya Kumagae, the Japanese ‘tennis player. 
When the sturdy Nipponese wrested the Casino 
cup from National Champion W. M. Johnston 
at the Newport tournament, two weeks ago, 

the followers of the game began to see visions of an- 
other debacle such as that of 1903 when H. L. Doherty 
came over from England and took the championship 
back with him. 

By the time this article appears, the American chum- 
pionship for 1916 will have been decided in the Forest 
Hills melee. Whatever the result, whether an Ameri- 
can has once more been returned winner, the fact re- 
mains that Kumagae has given our best racquetéers 
the scare of their lives. 

Nor can the result detract anything from the fame of 
this subject of the Mikado. His American campaign 
has been amazing. When he first landed on our West- 
ern coast, he brought no reputation that seemed to 
entitle him to serious consideration. Yet Kumagae 
kept playing and kept learning as he played so 
that by the middle“of August he could give and 
take \iith the best of them, and that after a 
season of such playing as would have tested 
the stamina of the best athlete in the 
country. 

Kumagae began tennis in his own 
country, where the game has not 
developed to anything like the 
standards it has _ reached 
here.

Griffin rallied and made a des- 
perate bid in the third set, but lost, 8—6.

The stroke is all the more difficult because Kumagae is 
teft handed and his forehand goes straight to his op- 
ponent’s forehand. 

Probably a more plausible explanation of his success 
is his steadiness and patience, in which he very much 
resembles Doherty. His theory seems to be that the 
most important thing is to get his balf in cpurt and 
wait until a good opportunity comes to try for a “kill.” 
This is the reverse of American championship style, 
especially since “Comet” McLaughlin set the pace a 
few years ago, when the effort is to “kill” everything 
in sight. Such a scheme is fine when it works, but it 
results in an out or net too often to please men of the 
Kumagae-Doherty stamp. 

Kumagae’s best play is at the back court game. He 
is comparatively weak at coming up to the net and 
probably would not get anywhere with a player whe 
‘could smash é6ver a serve and take the net before the 
return as McLoughlin used to do in his best days. From 
the back court, though, his shooting is deadly. He 
keeps working the ball over until he sees a chance to 
pass his opponent and then drives it to the right spot 
with terrific speed and precision. 

Furthermore, the Nipponese is extremely miserly 
with his service ball. His service is not the cannon- 
ball drive of a McLaughlin and is not near so likely 
to score aces, but it is hard enough to keep the enemy 
from taking his time and trying for a kill. By getting 
the first ball into court more than half the time he

Although mine was-a London regiment, we had men in 


the ranks from all parts of the United Kingdom. There 


were North Countrymen, a few Welsh, Scotch and Irish- 
men from the Midlands and from the south of En- 
giand. But for the most part we were Cockneys, born 
within the sound of Bow Bells. I had planned to follow 
the friendly advice of the recruiting Sergeant. “Talk like 
‘em,” he had said. Therefore, I struggled bravely with 
the peculiarities of the Cockney twang, recklessly drop- 
ping aitchegs when I should have kept them, and pre- 
fixed them indiscriminately hefore every eonvenient 
aspirate. 

But all my. efforts were useless. The imposition was 
apparent to my fellow Tommies immediately. I had 
cnly to begin speaking, within the hearing of a genu- 
ine Cockney, when he would say: “Ello! we’re do you 
come from? The Stites?” or, “I’ll bet a tanner you’re 
a Yank!” I decided to make a-confession, and I have 
been glad ever since that I did. The boys gave me a 
warm and béasty welcome when they learned that I was 
a sure-enough’ American. They called me “Jamie the 
Yank.” I‘was a piece of tangible evidence of the bond 
of sympathy existing between the two great English- 
sLeaking nations. 

I told them of the many Americans of German ex- 
traction, whose sympathies were honestly and sincerely 
ou the other side. But they would not have it so. I was 
the personal representative of the American people. 
My. presence in the British _— was proof positive of 
this. 

Being an pesitcsiet it was very hard, at first, to un- 
derstand the class distinctions of British army life. And 
having understood them, it was more difficult yet to 


endure them. I learned that a ranker, or private sol- 


dier, is a socially inferior being from the officer’s point 
ot view. The officer class and the ranker class are east 
and west, and never the twain shall meet, except in their 
nespective places upon the parade ground. This does 
not hold good, to the same extent, upon active service. 
Eardships and dangers, shared in common, tend to break 
cewn artificial barriers. But even then, although there 
was good-will and friendliness between officers and men, 
I saw nothing of genuine comradeship. This seemed to 
me a great pity. It was a loss for the officers fully as 
much as it was for the men.

As a strictly accurate historian I must confess that 


none of these assertions were quite true. We marched 
bioodshed, followed by reluctant apologies on the part 
of the Boer warrior.

of them seen us at the end of six weeks of training. 
For, however reluctantly, we were forced to admit that 
Sergt. Harris was right when he called us “a raw batch 
c’ rookies.” Unpromising we were not, There was 
good stuff in the ranks, the material from which real 
soldiers are made, and were made; but it had not yet 
We were still nothing more 
than a homogeneous assembly of individuals. 

We declined to accept the responsibility for the seem- 
ing slowness of our progress. We threw it unhesitating- 
ly upon the War Office, which had not equipped us in 
a manner befitting our new station in life. Although 
we were recruited immediately after the outbreak of 
war, less than half of our number had been provided 
with uniforms. Many still wore their old civilian cloth- 
ing. Others were dressed in, canvas fatigue suits, or 
the worn-out uniforms of policemen and tramcar con- 
ductors. Every old-clothes shop on Petticoat lane must 
have contributed its allotment of cast-off apparel. 

Our arms and equipment were of an equally nonde- 
script character. We might easily have been mistaken 
for a mob of vagrants which had pillaged a seventeenth- 

century arsenal., With a few slight changes in costum- 
ing for the oaks of historical fidelity, we would have 
served as a citizen army for a realistic motion-picture 
drama depicting an episode in the French Revolution. 

We derived what comfort we could from the knowl- 
edge that we were but one of many battalions of Kitch- 
ener’s first hundred thousand equipped in this same 
makeshift fashion. 

We did not need the repeated assurance of Cabinet 
Ministers that England was not prepared for war. We 
were in a position to know that she was not. Other- 
wise, there had been an unpardonable lack of foresight 
in high places. Supplies came in driblets. Each night, 
when parades for the day were over, there was a rush 
for the orderly room bulletin board, which was scanned 
eagerly for news of an early issue of clothing. As likely 
2s not we were disappointed, but occasionally jaded 
hopes revived. 

“No. 15 platoon will parade at 4 p. m. on Thursday, 


the 24th, for boots, puttees, braces and service dress 


caps.” 

No. 15 is our platoon. Promptly at the hour set we 
halt and right-turn in front of the Quartermaster Stores 
marquee. The Quartermaster is there with pencil and 
notebook and immediately takes charge of the proceed- 
ings. 

“All men needing boots, one pace forward, march!” 

The platoon, 65 strong, steps forward as one man. 

“All men needing braces, one pace step back, march!” 

Again we move as a unit. The Quartermaster hesi-

Caps and puttees are distributed with like 
impartiality, and we dismiss, the unfortunate ones 
growling and grumbling in discreet undertones until 
the platoor commander is out of hearing, whereupon 
the murmurs of discontent become loudly articulate. 

“Kitchener’s Rag-Time Army I calls it!” growls the 
veteran of South African fame. “Ain’t we a ‘andsome 
let o’ pozzie wallopers? Service? We ain't never a-go’n’ 
to seé service! You blokes won't, but watch me! I’m 
a-go’n’ to grease off out o’ this mob!” 

No one remonstrated with this deservedly unpopular 
reservist when he grumbled about the shortage of sup- 
rlies. He voiced the general sentiment. We all felt 
that we would like to “grease off” out of it. Our de- 
ficiencies in clothing and equipment were met by the 
Government with what seemed to us amazing slowness. 

However, Tommy is a sensible man. He realized that 
England had a big contract to fulfill, and that the first 
dvty was to provide for the armies in the field. France, 
Russia, Pelgium, all were looking to England for sup- 
plies.

Our housing accommodations, throughout the autumn 
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profane rites. It was a thin, watery mud or a thick 
viscous mud, as the steady downpour increased or 
diminished. Late in November we were moved to a 
city of wooden huts at Sandling Junction, to make room 
for ‘newly recruited units. The dwellings were but 


half-finished, the drains were open ditches, and the rains © 


descended and the floods came as usual. We lived an 
amphibious and wretched existefice until January, when, 
to our great joy, we were transferred to billets in the 
Metropole, one of Folkstone’s most fashionable hotels. 


To be sure, we slept on bare floors, but the roof was 
rainproof, which was the essential thing. The esthet- 
ically inclined could lie in their blankets at might, gaz- 
ing at richly gilded mirrors over the mantelpieces and 
beautifully frescoed ceilings refurnishing our apartments 
in all their former splendor. Private Henry Morgan 
was not of this type. Henry came in one evening rather 
the worse for liquor and with clubbed musket assaulted 
his unlovely reflection in an expensive mirror. I be- 
lieve he is still paying for his lack of restraint at the 
rate of a sixpence per day, and will have canceled his 


obligation by January, 1921, if the war continues until 
tKat time. 


Although we were poorly equipped and sometimes 
wretchedly housed, the commissariat was excellent and on 
the most generous scale froin the very beginning. In- 
deed, there was nearly as much food wasted as eaten. 
Naturally, the men made no complaint, although they 
regretted seeing such quantities of food thrown ‘daily 
into the refuse barrels. I often felt that something 
should be done about it. Many exposes were, in fact, 
written from all parts of England. 


It was irritating to read of German efficiency in the 
presence of England’s extravagant and unbusinesslike 
methods. Tommy would say, “Lor’ lummy! Ajn’t we 
got no pigs in England? That there food won’t be 
wasted. We'll be eatin’ it in sausage w’en we goes 
acrost the Channel;’’ whereupon he dismissed the whole 
question from his mind. This seemed to me then the 
typical Anglo-Saxon attitude. Everywhere there was 
waste, muddle-headedness and apparently it was no- 
body’s business, nobody’s concern. Camps were sited in 
the wrong places and buildings erected only to be con- 
demned. Tons of food were purchased overseas, trans- 
ported across thousands of miles of ocean, only to be 
thrown into refuse barrels. 


The Government was robbed by avaricious hotel keep- 
ers, who made and were granted absurd claims for 
damages done to their property by billeted troops. But 
with vast new armies, recruited overnight, it is not 
strange that there should be mismanagement and fric- 
tion at first. As the months passed there was a marked 
change for the better. British efficiency asserted itself. 
This was made evident to us in scores of ways—the dis- 
tribution of supplies, the housing and equipping of 
troops, their movements from one training area to an- 
cther. At the last, we could only marvel that a great 
end complicated military machine had been so admirably 
and quickly perfected. 


Meanwhile, our rigorous training continued from week 
to week in all weathers, even the most inclement. Re- 
veille sounded at daybreak. For an hour before break- 
fast we did Swedish drill, a system of gymnastics which 
brought every lazy and disused muscle into play. Two 
hours daily were given to musketry practice. We were 
instructed in the description and recognition of targets, 
the use of cover, but chiefly in the use of our rifles. 
Through constant handling they became a part of us, 
a third arm which we grew to use quite instinctively. 


We fired the recruit’s, and later, the trained soldier's 
course in musketry on the rifle ranges at Hythe and 
Aldershot, gradually improving our technique, until we 
were able to fire with some accuracy, 15 rounds per min- 
tte. When we had achieved this difficult feat, we ceased 
to be recruits. We were skilled soldiers of the proud 
and illustrious order known as “England Mad-Minute 
Men.” After musketry practice, the remainder of the 
Cay was given to extended order, company and battalion 
drill. Twice weekly we route-marched from ten to fif- 
tcen miles; and at night, after the parades for.the day 
were finished, boxing and wrestling contests, arranged 
and encouraged by our officers, kept the red blood 
pounding through our bodies until “lights out” sounded 
at 9 o’clock. 


The character of our training changed as we pro- 
gressed. We were done with squad, platoon and com-« 
pany drill. Then came fiel€ maneuvers, attacks in 
open formation upon intrenched positions, finishing al- 
ways with terrific bayonet charges.

Why archery should wane in popular favor is hard to 
understand. It is a picturesque pastime, calling for 
cutdoor life and practice in which there is much whole- 
some exercise. It calls for great skill and precision. 
Along in the early '80s there were numerous archery 
clubs in the Central West, but today there are scarcely 
as many members of the national association as there 
were clubs then. Yet the devotees of the sport firmly 
believe it will be re-established and each year gather 
at some point for three days of shooting. 


At this year’s meeting there was some excellent shoot- 


ing, in which Dr. R. P. Elmer of Wayne, Pa. gnd 
Miss Cynthia M- Wesson of Cotuit, Mass., respectively 
men’s and women’s archery champions of the United 
States, successfully defended their titles. Hach of them 
gained a commanding lead on all oppenents on the first 
day and was able to hold it. 


The big feature, open to all’men, is known as the 
York round. In this each contestant shoots 72 arrows 
at a target from a distance of 100 yards, 48 from 80 
vards and 24 from 60 yards. The system of scoring is 
rather complicated. First the number of arrows that 
hit the target in any place is counted. The target is 
marked in concentric rings, the center or “gold,” giv- 
ing a higher mark than the outer ring, and the gross 
seores thus made are also counted. To decide the cham- 
pionship, however, a system of point scoring has been

hits on the round, two for the highest gross score, one 
for the most hits and one for the highest score at each 
of the distances, 100, 80 and 60 yards. The highest 
pessible score would be 10 points. 

To the enthusiasts, the most interesting thing about 
the. recent York round was the appearance of Homer 
S. Taylor of Greenfield, Mass., who, at the age of 62, 
Was runner-up to the champion on the first day’s 
shooting. When the veteran appeared he received a 
rousing reception. Old-timers recalled the _ classical 
tournament at Chicago, in July, 1882, when Mr. Taylor 
won the national tournament in one of the most thrill- 
ing matches on record. : 

His opponent was D. A. Nash, who ran up an early 
lead and made four of the possible 10 points for hits 
end gross score at 100 yards. Taylor had to miss with 
only a single arrow at the 60-yard distance to lose the 
match. With calm deliberation he fitted shaft after 
shaft to the string, drew the bowstring and let fly. 


There was a hush of expectancy among the spectators © 


as he placed the twenty-fourth arrow in place and took 
careful aim. Then there was a shout, for it sped true to 
the gold and there was a new national champion. 

For many years Mr. Taylor remained one of the best 
archers in the country. At the tournament in 1913 he 
shot a total of 161 arrows for a gross total of 697, which 
would have been a creditable performance in any man 
much younger than he. That was the last tournament 
in which he participated until this year. 

Besides Miss Wesson, this year’s women’s tournament 
included eight contestants—Miss Norma Pierce, Bos- 
ton: Miss M. Dessau, Sound Beach, Conn.; Miss S. M. 
Ives, Boston; Mrs. J. Dunlap, Wayne, Pa.; Mrs. R. P. 
Elmer, Wayne, Pa.; Miss Cockett, Cotuit, Mass.; Miss 
Edna Wilson, Chicago; and Mrs. F. L. Wesson, Cotuit, 
Mass., who finished the first round in the order named. 

With 216 arrows Miss Wesson hit the target 200 times 
at distances varying from 30 to 60 yards. Some of the 
shooting was done in a strong wind. Indeed, she made 
fewer misses than Dr. Elmer, although, of course, he 
was shooting at much greater distances.

Although archery has been a traditional pastime in 
England, it was not one of the sports which our earlier 
colonists brought over with them. It was not until — 
about 1830 that Americans became interested in it. ~ 
Americans who had been abroad brought back accounts 
of the game, however, and to help things along a very ~~ 
attractive treatise on the subject was printed and 
widely circulated in this country. 


For a brief time it was a fad and clubs sprang up 
everywhere. Interest died down until only one club, 
the United Bowmen of Philadelphia, was left. In the 
late ‘70s interest revived and numerous clubs were 
formed, due largely to magazine articles by Maurice 
Thompson, published under the general heading. “The ~ 
Witchery of Archery.” In January, 1879, the Chicago — 
Archery Asociation issued a call for a.convention of — 
archery clubs and representatives of eight met at Craw- 
fordsvile, Ind., and a national association was formed. 
Maurice Thompson was elected president and the first — 
tournament was held in Chicago in August of that ~ 
year, Will H. Thompson winning it and establishing — 
the first American championship record of 172 hits — 
for a gross score of 624. a 

In 1881 and 1882 the sport was at the height of its — 
popularity, especially between the Appalachian Moun-” 
tains and the Mississippi River. Until 1887 membership 
in the National Association was restricted to clubs, but 
the fad was wearing out, so far as clubs were con- 
cerned, so membership was put on the individual basis. — 

An international meeting was planned for the Chi- ~~ 
cago World’s Fair in 1893 but it was later decided to 
hold it at some place where there would be fewer coun- 
ter attractions. Dayton, O., was selected and there one 
of the largest gatherings of archers ever seen in this 
country assembled: L. W. Maxson, who had won the 
national championship four times in succession, won 
this tournament also with the remarkable score of 9% 
points out of a possible 10. He lost the other half 
point on a tie for hits at 60 yards with M. C. Howell.

The possibility that Jimmie was telling the truth 
the Prince did not even consider. He was not used 
to the truth, and as to the motives of Jimmie in in- 
viting him to break the law he already had made his 
guess. It was that Jimmie must be a detective set- 
ting a trap which later would betray him to the po- 
lice. And the Prince had no desire to fall in with the 
police nor to fall out with them.

ORD was received in this coun- 
try a few days ago that the 
cause of Beatification of the 
Rey. Father Isaac Jogues, the 
first Roman CathoKc missionary. 
to set foot on the present site: 
of New York, and one of the 

first on this continent, had been introduced before 

the Congregation of Rites of the ‘College of Car- 
dinals' at Rome for definite -cotisideration and 
settlement. Thus has been taken the second step © 
toward the canonization of a man who, - -though 
the years of his service were brief, - ‘gufferéd. tor- 
tures and privations and met a death among the 

Indians which made of him a martyr and which 

surely entitled him to be classed athong the Saints: 

of the Church. . 
When those who are pleading the cause. of 

Father Jogues present their case, they -will~be 

fortified with evidence that is incontrovertible. 

Much of it consists of letters and documents 

written by the hapless priest himself, carefully 
preserved for nearly three centuries -in the 
archives of his order—the Jesuits, or Society: of 

Jesus. «These will be supplemented by writings 

of a similar nature by his confreres in the New 

World. Taken together, they form a story of 
human fortitude and steadfast faith which al- 
most passes belief. 

Father Jogues, after passing his novitiate jn 
the Society of Jesus in the college at Rouen, 
France, felt that his vocation lay in Canada, 
whither a few hardy souls had already gone. He 
was ordained early in 1636 and in April of that 
year sailed for Canada, accompanied by four 
other Jesuit priests and one lay brother. It was 
not until July 2 that the party reached Quebec, 
then a mere cluster of houses protected by a fort. 
Father Jogues was assigned to labor among the 
Hurons. 

The early years of his labors were accompanied 
by grievous hardships from cold and from insuffi- 
cient food, but it was not until the latter part of 
1642 that his fortitude was put to. the supreme 
test when he and two laymen as well as a num- 
ber of their Huron companions were captured by 
a band of Iroquois. The Indians stripped the 
priest of all his clothing, tore away his finger 
nails with their teeth, Mutilated his fingers and 
beat him with their fists and war clubs until he 
was senseless. Then the party started for the 
Iroquois towns. 

The pain of their wounds and the clouds of mos- 
quitoes gave the prisoners no peace by day or rest 
at night, but despite his terrible sufferings, Father 
Jogues lost no opportunity to baptise any of the pris- 
oners who wished it and kept up his devotions to 
the best of his ability. After eight days of march- 
ing they reached a large Iroquois camp, where 200 
warriors, armed with clubs and thorny sticks, ranged 
themselves in two lines, between which the captives 
were compelled to pass. On the way they were 
beaten with such fury that Father Jogues fell, covered 
with blood and half dead. Despite this his hands 
were again mangled and fire was applied to his 
body. At night when he tried to rest, the young war- 
riors came to lacerate his wounds and to pull out 
the hair of his head and beard. 

The next morning the Iroquois continued their 
journey and the prisoners were forced to bear a 
share of the burden. Even Jogues, whose lacerated 
hands were in a frightful condition and whose body 
was covered with bruises, was forced to stagger under 
a heavy load. He and his fellow prisoners subsisted 
largely on wild berries, In five more days they 
reached an Iroquois town. Here again they ran the 
gauntlet of a swarm of Indians, being beaten with 
sticks and iron rods. Once Jogues fell, but staggered 
to his feet and kept on. Then all the prisoners 
were placed on a scaffold in the middle of the place. 
A Christian Algonquin woman, one of the prisoners, 
was ordered to cut off Jogues’ left thumb, which she 
did. 

At night the prisoners were placed in one of the 
houses, each stretched on his back with his limbs ex- 
tended and his ankles and wrists bound fast to stakes. 
During the night the children amused themselves 
by placing live coals and red-hot ashes on the bodies 
of the prisoners and by driving awls into their 
flesh. In the morning they were again placed on 
the scaffold, where for two days they were subjected 
to the taunts of the crowd. After this they were led 
to a second and third town, where all of the cruelties 
were repeated. 

In one of the towns Father Jogues was hung by 
the wrists in such*a manner that his feet could not 
touch the ground. An Indian with an impulse of pity

. hands so that his feet could not touch the ground. 


cut him down when he swooned at the end of 15 
minutes. In this town four fresh Huron prisoners 
were brought in and Father Jogues, in the midst of 
his pain and exhaustion, baptised two of them, using 
for the purpose a few drops of water which he found 
clinging to the husks of an ear of green corn which 
had been thrown him for food. 

By this time one of the captured laymen had been 
adopted into an Indian family in place of a dead rela- 
tive. Three of the Hurons had been burned to death 
and Father Jogues and the other laymen expected

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to share their fate, but dissensions arose among the 
Indians and no agreement was reached. They were 
led back to the first town, where they remained, 
half dead with exhaustion and racked with suspense. 
Father Jogues, however, lost no opportunity to bap- 
tise dying infants. The other layman taught chil- 
dren to make the sign of the cross, and having been 
detected in this he was tomahawked that night, the 
Indians having been told by the Dutch that the sign 
of the cross came from the devil and the grandfather 
of the child believing that the missionary was be- 
witching it. 

After the murder of this layman, Jogues lived in 
hourly expectation of death, but for some reason 
he was spared, That fall he accompanied the Indians 
on their annual deer hunt, shivering and half fam- 
ished, because he would not touch the meat caught 
in the chase for the reason that the Indians first 
offered it to their. ged. All the time he did the work 
of a squaw, bringing in firewood and doing other 
menial tasks without a murmur. Sometimes he would 
escape and wander into the forest, telling his beads 
and repeating passages of Scripture while kneeling 
at the foot of a treé, upon which he had carved a 
rude cross. 

This was the life he led until the following July, 
when he accompanied a party of Indians to a fishing 
place on the Hudson, about 20 miles below Fort 
Orange, which is the present site of Albany, N. Y. 
The Indians went into the settlement to trade and
